Washington Believes German Reply Will 
Afford Means of Settlement 
Through Diplomacy 


London, May 15.—(3:22 p. m.)—The 
Exchanfre Telegraph company has 
rc- 
ceeived the following message from Am- 
sterdam : 


"A telegram from Berlin states that 
the Vossiche Zeitung announces that 
high government 
circles in Germany 
favor the submission of the question of 
the Lusitania's sinking anil the difficul- 
ties with America arising therefrohi to 
a court of arbitration." 


IF ASSURANCES WERE GIVEN. 


Plan Might Be Accepted in Washington 
Under Certain Conditions. 


Washington, May 15.—Tlie suggestion 
of arbitration contained in dispatches to 
London from Berlin by way of Amster- 
dam was received among officials here 
with the informal comment that such a 
course was among the 
considerations 
which had occurred in Washington, but 
It was pointed out 
that 
it 
probably 
would not be satisfactory imless a-ssur- 
ances Avere given in the meantime and 
the submarine warfare 
on merchant 
ships was suspended. 
Officials pointed 
out that unless that were done, more 
time might be lost while an arbitration 
was in pi'ogress. 


A 
cabled 
communication 
received 
from Ambassador Gerard, in Berlin, sent 
at 7 o'clock last night and reaching th.? 
Btate department 
early 
today, stated 
that the ambassador had not then re- 
ceived the American note. 
State de- 
partment officials expected further ad- 
vices soon. 


Meanwhile officials sought to trace the 
note and hasten its delivery. 
Having 
knowledge from Ambassador Pagi, at 
Rome, that the note was relayed from 
there yesterday afternoon on the Ital- 
ian telegraph lines, officials felt assured 
that it surely would reach Ambassador 
Gerard today. 


With the presentation of the note the 
United States will have submitted its 
case and Germany is expected to make 
the next move in the diplomatic nego- 
tiations. It is confidently expected that 
Germany will give the matter imme- 
diate consideration and send her reply 
In about ten days. 


In the meantime 
in 
the absence of 
President Wilson, activity in official cir- 
cles had ceased, pending a possible in- 
timation from Ambassador Gerard 
of 
the trend of Germany's probable atti- 
tude, continued today. 


Although Count von Berr«torff, 
the 
German ambassador, still was silent, 
Bome of his friends said that he was 
pleased with the friendly character of 
the note and was confident that the • on- 
troversy could be satisfactorily adiust- 
ed. 


President Wilson and party are cruis- 
ing leisurelv down Chesapeake early to- 
day aboard the naval yacht Mayllower. 
on their way to New York, where the 
president will review the Atlantic fleet 
next week. The Mayflower was to jiasi 
out of the Virginia capes at noon today 
and arrive at New York earlv Mondav. 
The return trip 
will 
begin Tnes'lav 
night, the nresident reaching Witshit'tr- 
ton early Thursday. 
The trip is afford- 
ing the'presioent t^e first opportunity' 
for rest he has hi.d since the crisis in 
connection with tne Lusitania disaster. 
Arrangements had been made to keep 
the president advised of the more im- 
portant matters. 


Secretary Bryan had sent two mes- 
sages to Ambassador Gerard after the 
note itself 
left the telegraph offices 
here—one notifying him that it had been 
Bent, and another advising him that it 
had been arranged to release it for pub- 
lication at 5 a. m, Friday and tliere- 
fore to present it to the German for- 
Bign office as early as possible. Ambas- 
lador Gerard acknowledged both. 


Interest continued 
today in 
diplo- 
matic quarters as to the probable na- 
ture of Germany's reply but neither the 
embassy or the state department had 


any intimation as to the feeling in 
Berlin. 


Diplomacy May Settle It. 


Among well informed diplomats as 
well as officials the belief existed that 
Germany's reply would afford a means 
of 
settlement 
through 
diplomacy. 
It 
was thought not improbable that Ger- 
many would suspend submarine warfare 
while the diplomatic discussion was in 
progress and might suggest that if the 
British government notified all its mer- 
chantmen to sail unarmed the right of 
visit and search would then be exercised 
to ])revent contraband from reaching its 
destination. 


Another suggestion 
which wa.s re- 
garded as not unlikely to be made by 
Germany was that the belligerents give 
assurances that no contraband he car- 
ried on passenger ships. 
Although the 
I'nited .States has asserted the right of 
neutrals to travel the high seas, oven on 
ships carrying contraband, insisting that 
the right "of visit and search be exer- 
cised in accordance with previous rules 
of international law, the possibility of 
a discussion of the legal points involved 
so as to furnish a common ground for 
an luiderstanding was admitted in of- 
ficial quarters as a likely development. 
It was believed Germany might insist 
on retaining the submarine as a destroy- 
er of commerce but would.offer to make 
no attacks on non-combatants or crew, 
if merchantmen were unarmed and did 
not ofl'er rcsi.stance when encountered.

ITALY DENOUNCES ALLIANCE?

London, ilay 15.—(11:43 a. m.)—After 
having been deluded by a series of-chi- 
merical crises the British public is com- 
ing to the belief that Italy finally has 
reached the point of a momentous deci- 
sion in the matter of her relations* to 
the triple alliance.

ARE UNWORTHY OF 


PEOPLE, HE SAYS 


Many Victims Have Been 
Fighting With Him at 
the Front. 


London, May 15—A 
dispatch from 
Cape Town filed Friday says: 


"Immense crowds thronged the streets 
tonight singing 'Rule Britannia' and their 
behavior 
sometimes 
was 
threatening. 
Troops and police found great difficulty 
,in preventing 
disorders. 
It 
was 
an- 
hounced that the government had decidéd 
to" intern all male aliens of enemy na- 
tionality and also to protect with every 
force at its disposal naturalized aliens or 
those who have applied for naturaliza- 
tion. 


"General Botha has issued to the peo- 
ple of the iinion of South Africa from 
Windhoek, capital of German Southwest 
Africa, a message deploring the anti- 
German riots, which he characterizes as 
unworthy of a strong and 
chivalrous 
people, however great the provocation. 


Loyally Fighting at Front. 


"In many cases," he says, "the vic- 
tims have sons loyally fighting with me 
at the front. 
It is most discouraging 
for the ofliccrs and' men here Avho daily 
are risking their lives fighting an honest 
and clean fight, to hear of these events 
at home. 
I therefore earnestly appeal 
to all to refrain from such acts wnich 
cannot benefit the country but can cause 
only serious embarrassment. 


"Latest reports show that the rioting 
has been of a most serious character, 
but fear of a possible uprising £vmong 
250,000 mine boys along the Rand now 
apparently is having a steadying efi'ect. 
The natives obtained liquor freely from 
looted stores and this added greatly to 
the peril of the situation. 


Issues an Appeal 


"An appeal issued by the committee 
which is arranging a mass meeting for 
tomorrow night asks citizens to preserve 
the city's good name by ensuring the 
safety of all property. 
The appeal also 
calls attention to the unrest of the na- 
tives. 
Some warehouses on the Rand 
containing immense stores of merchant 
dise belonging to Germans, or supposed 
Germans, were reported to have been 
systematically 
destroyed.

the 
work of déstruction was at its height 
.flames were visible for 
miles 
around. 
The big buildings simply were set afire 
and allowed to blaze.

telegram 
from 
Charles Seger, chairman of the Liberty 
bell committee: 


"Mayor Blenkenburg has referred to 
me vour request and 
numerous 
tele- 
grams 
from citizens 
of your city re- 
questing that Liberty bell stop a t Fort 
Wayne en route to San Francisco. 
I- am 
pleased to inform you that your request 
will be complied with. Later will write 
you particulars." 


Mayor Hosey's letter to Mayor 
Ru- 
dolph Blankenburg, Philadelphia, urging 
liim to have the famous 
bell 
routed 
through Fort Wayne was as follows: 


"Having in mind the generous hospi- 
tality extended to me as a delegate to 
the mayors' convention held in 
your 
city last fall, and with happy recollec- 
tion of the many courtesies shown me 
by yourself and other citizens on that 
occasion, and at the request and desire 
of various civic and other organizations 
of our city, as well as many of our citi- 
zens who manifest a great interest in 
the matter, I am writing you this per- 
sonal letter, feeling confident that 
as 
chief magistrate of the great city of 
'Brotherly Love'—'The Cradle of Ameri- 
can Libert}''—that it will enlist 
your 
kindly aid and co-operation in securing 
for the 20,000 school children 
of 
our 
city, an opportunity to see the precious 
relic of 1776—'The Liberty Bell'—during 
its transit from your city to the Pan- 
ama exposition in San Francisco. 


"Not being advised whom to address 
in regard to this matter, I have taken 
the liberty to invoke your assistance, 
and most sincereh^ assure you that our 
people, and particularly our 
children, 
will always 
hold in

faction. 


"In behalf of our city, I will 
state 
that Fort Wayne is situated on the m'ain 
line of the Pennsylvania railroad sys- 
tem between Pljiladelphia and Chicago.

Florida Homesteaders Fight Desperate 


^un Battles WUh "'Land Trust" Deputies 


Treasure 
Seekers Who 
Found "Unknown Land" 
Instead of Pirate Gold 
Hounded by Land-Grab 
bing Interests. 


G^parilla, Fla., May 15.—Because he 
cried out "My God", when shot through 
'the chest in a battle with a deputy sher- 
iff who sought to evict him from his 
homestead, Albert T. Harley, 73 years 
old and a civil Avar A'eteran, may be 
sentenced to the chain gang on a charge 
of swearing. 
I t is possible under the 
Florida laAv. 


But a t present, this although almost 
unbelievable, is perhaps the least of the 
old soldier's troubles. 


He is also threatened Avith the chain 
gang for resisting an officer who, with 
a Avrit obtained by default, 
came 
to 
eject him from his home. 


MeanAvhile Harley has filed charges 
with the secretary 
of the interior 
in 
Avhich he declares that someone in the 
United States land office in Washing- 
ton is misrepresenting his homestead 
claims to the little island called Cotton 
Key in Gasparilla bay. 


That someone of powerful influence in 
Washington has prevented 
him 
from 
getting a surA'ey of his island and of 
other islands in the region and— 


That poAverful railroad interests 
in 
Florida are_back of the persecution be- 
cause they haA'e already seized 
much 
public land and Avish to seize more. 


In the fall of 1012 Harley Avas search- 
ing for the great treasure said to haA-e 
been buried by the Spanish pirate, Gas- 
parilla, in Coral creek, near 
Charlotte 
harbor in the Gulf of Mexico. 


He did not discoA'er the gold but he 
did discoA-er that there was a large tract 
of unsurA-eyed public land along the gulf 
coast of Florida Avhich under the law 
Avas open to homestead entry. 
This public land consists of a strip 
mainland a mile Avide and 
fifteen 
of 
miles long, 
containing 
about 
10,000 
acres and ten islands and keA's, contain- 
ing nearly 2,000 acres. 


Harley establisherl himself on the lit- 
tle island called Cotton Key and applied 
to the land office for blanks with Avhich 
to make a soldier's entry. 
That AVas 
two years ago and although he has tried 
to do so repeatedly, so far he has not 
receiA'ed entrj-- blanks. 


Then the Southern Investment com- 
pany entered the fight and tore doAvn 
the homestead signs that Harlev and 
other settlers had put up, 
destroA'ed 
their shacks, and even uprooted thou- 
sands of young orange trees. 


This 
company, Harley asserts is a 
subsidiary of the Seaboard Air Line rail- 
road, and is holding Aast tracts of pub- 
lic land for the railroad company. 


Next an employe of the Seaboard Air 
Line named Noah T. Miller, bought land 
near 
Cotton Key and 
proceeded 
to 
claim "Old :Man Tlarley's" island as be- 
ing included in the purchase. 


Miller brought suit to eject Harley. 
The old man was too sick to go to court 
forty rtiiles away and too poor to have

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The Cases of the Drug 
Addicts 


Despite the fearsome predictions of wholesale suicides that M^ere 
to follow because the source of narcotic drug supply to drug addicts 
>vas summarily cut off, the federal anti-narcotic law which went into 
effect some three month ago has already proven its efficacy and its 
beneficent results. Beyond all question there is less of the habit that 
consumes both body and soul than existed before the federal govern- 
ment placed its restraint upon the sale and dispensing of the nar- 
cotic drugs, but what is of still more importance, no further recruits 
are being added to the army of unfortunate victims that was steadily 
growing larger before this intervention. 


Now it is given out that a "rule of reason" is to be applied to 
the enforcement of the laAv against physicians, dentists and veter- 
inary surgeons, according to a statement by Peter Kruyer, United 
States collector of internal revenue for Indiana. 
The general rule 
will be that doses maj^ be administered to those afflicted with the 
drug habit if the doses are given as treatment and are graduated. 


The law provides these professional" men may administer nar- 
cotics only in the course of professional practice. 
A physician or 
anyone else violates the act when narcotic drags are "sold, distrib- 
uted, given away, dispensed or possessed not as medicine and for the 
purpose of evading the intentions and provisions of the act." 


Physicians are directed to mark prescription when they prescribe 
a larger amount of a drug than apparently is necessary, or where 
the treatment is for an addict to effect a cure or for a patient suffer- 
ing from an incurable disease. Decreasing doses will be expected for 
persons afflicted with the habit. Dealers also are Avamed that they 
shall assure themselves that the drags are prescribed in good faith 
before they sell them. 


It is inconceivable that any victim of the drag habit should not 
desire freedom from the chains that have enslaved him, and the gen^ 
eral run of physicians are undoubtedly to be safely trusted to refuse 
to-use the drags only in a curative way and to refuse to pander to 
mere appetite. ' But if the intent of the law is to be maintained, it 
will be necessary to exercise watchful surveillance over those con- 
scienceless dispensers who might not be above reaping financial gain 
by pandering to the appetites of unf(5rtunates and sending them 
more rapidly along the downward grade. 
;

Seward, Alaska, May 14,—One of" the 
most picturesque city sites of the world 
is this south Alaskan tidewater terminus 
of the government railway line into the 
interior of the territory. 


A commanding setting and an excel- 
lent harbor are the port's 
outstanding 
characteristics. 
Its history goes hack 
over 100 years when Baranoff, the Rus- 
sian, choso Resurrection bay to operate 
ships in the fur trade, the vessels there 
constructed being the first laid down 01; 
the west shore of North America. 


On the northern end of the bay, guard- 
ed by mountains that make Gibraltar a 
pigmy, is Seward. To east and west are 
massive flanking mountains, and through 
the valley to northward runs the Alaska 
Northern railway, which will be utilized 
as part of the government system.

He financ- 
ed and built the first twenty miles of 
railway northward and later 
sold the 
Alaska Central, as the road waa then 
called, to Frost and Osborne. 


The failure of these men and the ma- 
terial setback that resulted impressed 
the people of Seward that they must 
begin seriously developing the resources 
of that vicinity. 
Valuable quartz prop- 
erties were soon afterward in operation. 


The road started by Bellaine is now 
seventy-two 
miles 
long, 
completed 
through the coast range at a cost of 
$4.000,000.

The coal lands of this area are wider

It has its enterprising daily paper, 
its grammar and high schools, telephone 
exchange, well stocked stores, comfort- 
able hotels, electric light plant, cable 
and wireless stations, a sash and door 
factory, physicians, dentist and not a 
single undertaker. 
The water supply 
comes from a pure mountain stream 1,- 
000 feet above the town.

—and a very proud one today!

After midnight, Saturday, Edward C. 
Miller will 
be 
postmaster 
of 
Fort 
\Vayne, succeeding Robert B. 
Hanna, 
'^vho has served 
continuously in that 
position for a period of nine years. At 
that hour Mr. Hanna's salary 
ceuM 
and Mr. Miller's begins. 
On 
Monday 
the new appointee will assume the du- 
ties of his office in earnest. 


Mr. Miller docs not a'|ticipate any 
radical changes in tho management of 
the local ofiRce. Somo time will be re- 
quired for him to learn the duties of 
a postmaster and to familiarize himself 
with the hundred and one details con- 
nected with the office. 


Mr. Miller was recommended fcr the 
position some months ago by Congress- 
man Cyrus Cline and his appointment 
was officially made by the president two 
weeks ago.' His commission, however, 
AV08 not received until Thursday even- 
ing. 
Through an agreement with the 
retiring postmaster it was decided that 
he would not take his office until Sun- 
day, inasmuch as the postoffico employes 
and carriers receive their pay checks on 
the loth, which have to be sigrned by 
the postmaster. 
To have made 
the 
change on Thursday would have necessi- 
taited the making out of an entire new 
pay roll. 


Since the notification of his appoint- 
ment Mr. Mjller has had time to settle 
up his other affairs and will be ready 
Monday to assume the duties of the of- 
fice and devote his entire time to it. 


Mr. Hanna leaves office with the best 
of feeling existing in all departments 
and with the commendation of the pat- 
rons of the Fort Wayne office. 


Mr. Hanna's Statement.

To the Employes. 


To the postoffice employes the retir- 
ing postmaster addreased the following 
letter: 
"Postoffice Employes. 


"Gentlemen:—My-terra as postmaster 
expires with this day and my succes- 
sor, Mr. Edward C. Miller, will take 
charge of this office tomorrow. 


"I desire to take advantage of this 
opportunity to officially certify to your 
high efficiency, to your honesty and 
veracity, and to your faithfulness to 
duty and loyalty to the national gov- 
ernment. 


"I wish also to take advantage of this 
occasion to say a word personal. I hold 
in my heart a kindly feeling for each 
and every one of you. 
If the efficiency 
of this office has been improved during 
my incumbency as postmaster that bet- 
terment has been due to your pride in 
helping to maintain the high standing of 
tho postal service, to many a good sug- 
gestion' offered to mo by those among 
you, and to your and my willingness 
to work together in harmony along the 
new and progressive lines laid down by 
the postoffice department during the 
past nine years. 


"The duty of maintaining discipline 
in a postoffice is not a pleasant one, but 
I am sure that the files of this office 
will show, and that the employes of 
this office as a whole will agree, that 
the substantial welfare of the employe 
was guarded ag sacredly as Avas the in- 
terest of tho service in every instance 
where the rules of the postoffice de- 
partment called for disciplinary action. 


"In my opinion, economy in adminis- 
tering the affairs of a postoffice comes 
not in low salaries, but in high effi- 
ciency; not in overburdening the em- 
ploye, but in the arrangement of the 
work along intelligent lines.

the inspectors who made the investiga- 
tion left with me in keeping with the 
rules of the postoffice department, is 
more than gratifying to nie, and you 
certainly know that I would not be 
satisiled with a showing which would 
not be entirely satisfactory to the post- 
office department and of which>ou and 
I could not bo justly proud. 
The few 
mino»v items which the inspectors check- 
ed against this office have been called 
to your attention and remedied. 


"Remember this. 
First: In this free 
country of ours the people, in the Jnal 
analysis, are both the boss and the j>ay- 
mastor; they come in closer touch with 
the employes of the postal servicc than 
they do .Avith most nnv other class of 
public servants; they have an attach- 
ment for their mail and consequently 
a kindly feeling for the men who han- 
dle i^t efficiently.

Dr. George A. Soper, famous sanitary en- 
gineer, who had had charge of cleaning 
up Galveston after the flood, when, in 
his own words, "8,000 bodies lay fes- 
tering in the sun." 


I t took four months of hard detec- 
tive work before Dr. Çoper discovered 
the source of the epidemic—which was 
"Typhoid Mary" ^lallon! 


She had been cook in the family that 
summer. 


Dr. 
Soper, tracing her career 
back 
through previous employments, 
found 
that she had caused seven big epidemics 
in the space of ten years!

fectly well herself, "Typhoid Mary" had

SAMS ClOSE; SEE 
DRY WAVEMIIiillG UP 


One Hundred Places in Chi- 


cago Quit G-ame in a 


Single Week. 


(Chicago, :\lay 14.-—The nation surely 
is going dry," 
That is the handwriting 
on the wall seen by the owners of 100 
saloons in Chicago and within the last 
week these lOO saloons have been closed. 


Mo.st of these places were 
operated 
by breweries, or. rather the licenses were 
owned by breweries and high rents, poor 
trade, the high coat of free lunch and 
the fact that they—the 
brewers—fear 
Cliicago may go dry within five years 
were given as the combined reasons for 
the closing of the swinging doors. 


This takes $100,000 otf the city's reve- 
nue from licenses. 


"The saloon business In Chicago is 
dropping oflF at a terrible rate," said a 
brewery agent. "The sales of our brew- 
ery, oiie of the largest in the city, are 
25 per cent, less than they were this 
time a year ago. 


"The main factor is the 
anti-saloon 
feeling that is sweeping over the coun- 
try. 
The feeling is reai and a sign of 
the times and it wouldn't surprise me 
if Chicago—that a few years ago was 
lone of the best towns in the world for 
saloons—would be dry within a 
few 
years. 


"The saloon situation in Chicago is 
more serious than most saloon-keepers 
•will admit. 
And that is but a reflec- 
tion of similar conditions in other parts 
of the country that still are wet, 


"I can count on the Angers of one hand 
the saloons in the downtown district of 
Chicago that are making money and the 
others consider themselves lucky if they 
can break even. 


"Of course there are some other fac- 
tors that led to the closing of 100 sa- 
loons all in one week—^high rents and 
free lunch. 


"Do you know that nowadays a sa- 
loonkeeper must give his trade a free 
lunch that costs him from $2.') to .$200 


a week. 
Thirty and even .$35 a day is 
the cost of some free Iimches. 


"AMiy do the saloonkeepers keep it 
up? 
Well, the patrons have been edu- 
cated to it and they demand it. 
Pro- 
prietors hesitate to do away with 
it 
now, expensive as it is, because—well, 
becaus(» trade is falling off fast enough." 


One of the hundred saloons just closed 
in Chicago was known as the "XTidget." 
Tt was said to be the smallest saloon in 
the world. 


Not more than 
five 
persons 
could 
stand at the bar without crowding. 


AAThen the place was 
first 
opened a 
boiled ham was served dailj- for 
free 
lunch, but the ham took up so 
much 
room that this 
finally 
had to be dis- 
contin ued.

And he and Captain the Count 
will buy none but good horses. 


And what happens to

good 
American horses? 
They 
die—surely, 
violently, quickly. 


This much I gathered from Lafinte, 
the sad; The Frencli have bought 150.- 
000 American horses for the war. Thfi 
British have bought 60,000.

agents. 
Captain the Count and Lafinte 
alone of all the French buyers roauiiiig 
the states have bought 1.5,000 horse?. 


And these horses are gunfodder. The

i, This great city of 1.300,000 people has 
Jio mills and factories like our manufac- 
pOTzaff centers. 
The real power behind 
Buenos Aires is the great surrounding 
ii^picultural country. The great wealth 
iof Argentine has come from the products 
lof the fanns. 
Families

I money from this vast area, 600 miles 
^equare; but spend it in this one city, 
'«ix miles souare. 


Afiide from this, 
however, 
Buenos 
Víáires has industries of its own.

'the city was the tall grain elevator. Wo,

Perhaps this was true for

itime; but it is not true today. Already 
fBuenos Aires has become a sharp com- 
|petitor of Qiicagt) as 
an exporter of 
»grain. 
Moreover, 
this 
competition i.s 
*fiure to increase. 
' There are giTat slaughter houses in 
Buenos Aires, whifh are rapidly berom- 
ing more arad more iinportant. 
In fact, 
I was much interested to find that the 
part of Buenos Aires in which thoy are 
located is officially known a? "N'ouva 
Chicago."' 
This means "Xew Chicago." 
The new buildings erected in 1000 con- 
tain room for 3O.ÓO0 head of cattle. 


They contain all the latest improve- 
ments, including a crematory for the 
useless aniraaJs. 
Tliere also are great 
refrigerating plants where the beef and 
mutton is frozen preparatorv to ship- 
ping. 


Next to grain iind meat« the gathering 
Md shipping of wool is an important 
industry of this great city. The huge 
wool markiñt is held in a building cover- 
ing thirty acres and costing over $4,- 
000,000. It contains 75 cranes and ele- 
vators, with many hydraulic presses, en- 
fines, etc. Tlie building is said to hold 
5,000,000 pounds of wool. 
It is filled 
everv year and sometimes from 10,000.- 
000 to 20.000.00n pounds will be .stored 
in the wagons round about. 


Upon asking an American

eome years has lived in Buenos Aires, 
in what the city leads, he replied: "One

Hueno.s Aire.s reminds me of New York 
and Berlin more than of any other cities. 
These pleasures are of the artificial and 


exciting kind. 


For instance, horse racing seems to 
be the most popular recreation and the 
Jockey club is the swellest social organi- 
zation in the city. 
Races occur twice 
a week from March through December, 
the greatest stakes being raced for in 
September and October. I am told that 
the first annual national prize amounts 
to over $25,000 and that the sale of tick- 
ets for this race will reach $.350.000. Bet- 
ting is very popular and it is said that 
at one dollar a ticket 20,000,000 bets 
are made each year. 


All the races are great societv events 
and their direct cost is but a part of 
their indirect cost in clothing, jewelry 
and fine equipage. Today I have been 
out in the park known as the "Third 
of Felmary."

ARTICLES OF 
SEALING WAX 
ERE is a description of a few 
of the 
beautifui 
things that 
can 
be made 
from sealing 
wax. 


Experience is unnecessary and the 
oiily tools needed are the hands. 


The kind of heat used for melting 
wax will affect the results. A gas 
GT »rt» fi&me will not change the col- 
or, while a lamp or candle will darken 
it. 


A cup of cold water should be kept 
near to plunge article you are work- 
ing on into the water to harden quick- 
ly. 
Beads are easily made. 
A nail, 
orange wood stick or hat pin can be 
tMted to put the bead on while you are 
covering 
it with wax. 
Cheap 
glass 
beads are used for foundations. 


The wax should be put on slowly 
for satisfactory results. 
For making 
a smooth finish hold over heat, turn- 
ing it constantly to keep from getting 
too hot; small buttons having a shank 
can be used for ornamental buttons. 


Earrrings can be made on a cheap 
pair found at the 10-cent stores. 


Cardboard cut in the shape of buckle 
can be used 
as foundation 
for the 
ornamental buckle. 
If you wish to 
make a slipper buckle bend to fit the 
foot while still warm. 


Cheap hat pins and large mourning 
pins are made the foundation for pins 
for hats. 


Coral beads with comb and earrings 
to match are beautiful. The comb and 
earrings must have metal foundations. 


Now that silk cords are so fashion- 
able, a beautiful pendant may be made 
of cardboard 
and covered 
with the 
wax and colored blue with a dash of 
geld; about every two inches apart 
knot the cord and here and there have 
a bead to match the pendant; finish 
cord with tassels. 


Bar pins or smaller pins may have 
the cheap glass settings removed and 
filled in with wax. 
Gold and 
coral 
make a beautiful combination for ev- 
eiiing wear. 


Fusing gives a high porcelain fin- 
ish, and consists in holding the article 
over the flame until the wax runs to- 
gether. 


A candle 
flame 
should 
be used 
where low tones are desired. 


Rings treated in this manner are 
very effective.

once it has begun to boll. The proper 
amount, if possible, should be added 
boiling hot, as cold water la said ta 
destroy the flavor. 


Soup stock should be free frombfM. 
If possible remove 
all 'fat from, tha 
soup meat before beginning to boll, aa . 
the fat does not add to the goodneM 
of the flavor. Every bit of fat sbottld 
be skimmed from the top of theiaoup 
kettle. 


To make a thoroughly 
good sovo 
stock you will need one pound of-slllil 
beef, or one pound of knuckle of veal, 
or a half pound of each. 


Any bones,trimmings of fresb meat, 
slices of lean bacon or ham add to th€ 
flavor. 


Add one tablespoonful of butter, a 
few slices of onion, stuff with a clOT« 
or two, a quarter of a turnip, a piece 
of carrot, a few sticks of celery, a Nt 
of mace, herbs as desired, a saltspoos- 
ful c^ sugar and one quart and a oup- 
ful 
cold water. 


The meat and bacon should b« out 
into small pieces. 
Rub the butter on 
the bottom of the stewpan. 
Put In a 
cupful of the cold water and the meat' 
and all the other ingredients. 


Put the cover on the stewpan and' 
place over a slow 
fire, 
occaslonallji;! 
stirring.

Yet a recent bulletin of the British 
government gives in detail these al- 
most prehistoric characteristics of 
still savage natioos.

However, the

and so gazelle-like as those of pure 
Hindu maidens. 
LIKE MEX OF 
THE STONE AGE. 


The Kols worship the eun, demons 
and spirits whom they greatly fear 
and also the souls of the dead. 


The Juangs 
of 
Orissa 
are the 
"leaf wearers." 
In 1871, according 
to the official report, the English 
government called the tribe togeth- 
er, made a speech on clothes, and 
banded out strips of cotton to be 
worn by the 
women. 
About 1900 
women accepted this brief clothing, 
the first mark 
of civilization, but 
within a few weeks were back to 
wearing leaves—one leaf, the report 
says, amply supplying each Individ- 
ual. 


These 
people, says the govern- 
ment bulletin, have no knowledge of 
metals and in every way resemble 
the men of the Stone Age. The fam- 
ilies live In one building with the 
exception of the young men who 
are quartered by themselves. 


The Bhils, another Kolarian race, 
are the most noted thieves in the 
world. Kobbery and war are their 
chief delights. Their skill is such, 
pays the report, that they have been 
known to steal 
the blanket from 
under a man asleep after he had 
been warned the attempt would be » 
made. They live naked and eil their 
bodies so as to escape if captured. 
They worship stones and trees. They 
number about one million. 


The 
Oonds 
have 
women who 
closely resemble apes. 
They are 
more civilized than the other races 
In that they wear petticoats reach- 
ing the knees. They number about 
124,000. 


Another peculiar tribe is the To- 
das, supposed by some ethnologists 
to be the lost tribe of Israel. They 
live on the slopes of the Nilglrl hills 
In scattered huts. In some features 
they resemble Australians and In 
others early Romans or Israelites. 
It Is concluded that they «re an 
alien race and not even remotely re- 
lated to the other tribes of that por- 
tion of India. 
BOLD ALOOF 
VBOM FOSEIOI^BS. 


They are herdsmen and live In a 
sort of tropical Switzerland. 
Se- 
cluded among their pastures, tak- 
ing pleasure only In their own cus- 
toms, they hold aloof from a^ for- 
eign influences. The wtimen are 
treated with respect and gltren much 
freedom. 
They live in httts that 
have such small doorways that one 
must crawl through on hands and 
knees.! No stranger «ver is permit- 
ted In the huts, however, as the in- 
habitant» 
fear 
they might anger 
household gods, respected Just as 
tbe laree and penates of the Ro- 
mans.-' . 


While the Todig are a domestic 
racé or irtbe, tht Xtota«, euppo^ed 
I» iMVB forvwlar b m Ui«ir n t í ^ 


hors, are more savage and are said 
to live 
on 
carrion. 
They 
drink 
wines, but shun strangers and go in 
hiding when one of another race ap- 
proaches. 
Strangely, their huts are 
arranged 
on lanes 
or streets and 
those on the same streets cannot 
marry without the consent of the 
tri6e. 
They 
worship 
images 
of 
wood or rock or often some seclud- 
ed tree. 


Says the report: 
"One thing the 
jungle-dweller does acquire by this 
course 
of life 
is a marvelous in- 
sight into nature and her secrets. 
His eyesight or power of hearing 
is not by nature better than ours, 
but 
he 
will 
hear or see a tiger 
creeping down a ravine long before 
the English sportsman will. 
Every 
sound in the forest has a meaning 
for him—the grunt of the baboon as 
the tiger comes beneath his tree, 
the hoarse alarm bark of the stag. 
From the way the vultures hover in 
the air he will tell if the tiger has 
finished his meal or is still tearing 
the carcass. Every footmark, a dis- 
placed pebble, a broken grass-stalk 
will tell him something; what beast 
has passed there and how long ago." 
HOIAX 
SACIilFICE. 


The Khonds are 
one of the most 
savage 
of these 
tribes 
and until 
partly civilized 
by the British be- 
lieved in human sacrifice and on 
killing female babies on the theory 
they are too poor to 
support "use- 
less" children. 


In 1835 they 
became subject to 
English rule and were made to gi-s-o 
up their stock 
of human victims 
who had 
been 
prepared for and 
were awaiting sacrifice, and substi- 
tute goats and buffaloes. Those are 
now sacrificed on wooden elephants 
—the animal being tied to the image 
and being hacked to death. The re- 
port says that even after the English 
In 1835 put a stop to human sacri- 
fice 
the 
military -commander re- 
ceived word that a girl was to be 
sacrificed. 
He 
pushed 
forward 
with a large troop to the camp of 
the 
Khonds 
and 
found 
an aged 
priest ready to sacrifice a girl while 
about him was a throng of natives, 
religious-mad. 
The sacrifice 
was 
halted through fear of the troops 
but 
after they 
departed with the 
girl, angered because of being de- 
prived of a sacrifice, they are said to 
have immolated the aged priest. 
He 
was tied to the elephant trunk and 
hacked to pieces. 


They kidnaped their victims from 
the plains for sacrifice. Each vil- 
lage kept in store a number of in- 
tended victims 
in case of a sud- 
den need of "atonement." The vic- 
tim on being brought to the hamlet 
was welcomed at every 
threshold, 
daintily fed and given the best of 
treatment until the fatal day when 
he was led forth to sacrifice. 


The 
nine 
deadly 
sins 
of the 
Khonds are: To refuse hospitality, 
break an oath or promise, to speak 
falsely save to protect a guest, to 
break the pledge of friendship, to 
break an old law or custom, to com- 
mit an immoral act in consanguin- 
ity, to contract debts, to skulk in 
time of war, to betray a public se- 
cret. 


Most numerous of the people of 
that wild region known as the Pun- 
Jab are the Jats and Eajputs. Both 
may perhaps 
belong to the same 
stock, although differing in appear- 
ance. They are considered to be di- 
rectly descended from the military 
clans that the India chief led against 
Alexander the Great when he in- 
vaded the Punjab in 325 B. C., but 
the most recent view of anthropolo- 
gists Is that they came from Central 
Asia. The Greek historians of that 
time described these people as tall 
and graceful and eminently brave In 
war. This still is true of them. It 
was the Jats who In the eighteenth 
century gradually overturned the 
Mohammédans In the Punjab. 


Of the better class of these unciv- 
ilized aborigines are the Kashmiris 
Hu Hindus of the North, They be- 
came Mohammedans several cen- 
turies. 
They are described as al- 
most Europeans of slender frame, 
prominent cheekbones and prom- 
inent noses. The men are of a 
•quare, herculean build, well pro- 
portioned and with a frank expres- 
•ion, while the women are fresh-

The Parsecs pf Bombay are a race 
of 
fire-worshipcrs. 
They took ref- 
uge in India in ihe seventh contury 
during the Mohammedan invasion of 
tlicir country. 
Ever snce thoy have 
kept tbeniseives aloof, thus preserv- 
ing their religion and their racial 
habits and customs intact. Just as 
they were back in the seventh cen- 
tury. 


Of all these races the Khasis, 
a 
tribe of the 
Tibeto-Burmese race, 
dwelling in the Khasia mountains, 
is the most 
civilized. 
TJiere are 
about 140,000 members of this tribe. 
Their voices are clear and distinct 
and 
their 
cries 
to one another 
across long distances from hilltop 
to hilltop, can be heard echoing 
tor 
many 
miles. 
This is their chief 
means 
of 
coniniunication and for 
distinctness over the many miles In

They are a well-built race, some 
of the men and women being per- 
fect marvels 
of muscular develop- 
ment. As a rule, too, they are cou- 
rageous and can fight well.

month of March in honor of the now 
moon. They assemble In 
certain 
^places, a ring is formed, 
the girls 
standing two and two in the center 
facing outward. 
They 
then 
move 
slowly from right to left in military 
order as soldiers drilling from right 
to left. 
QUEEB MABBIAGE 
LAWS. 


The young bachelors run around 
the outside of the circle waving fans 
made of feathers. Beyond them 
comes the ring of spectators, old 
married men and women, with chil- 
dren too young to be married. Rude 
music is .played all the time and the 
spirit of the. proceedings is kept ub 
by freauent and deep drinks on part 


of tho male dancers and the musi- 
cians. 
The demure 
looks of the 
girls and the ardent glances of their 
lovers make 
the scene most pic- 
turesque. The girls are dressed in 
silk and wear gold and coral jewels. 
This is but a part of their religious 
ceremony 
and 
is the prelude to 
courtship. 


Marriage with them is by a certain 
shade of color as specified in the 
laws of Manu. Marriages with those 
of a darker color is strictly prohib- 
ited by this law and from this re- 
. striction was born the castes of In- 
dia. Race, occupation and religion 
are now, however, the chief factors 
in determining caste. Thé four orig- 
inal castes are the priests or Brah- 
mans, the warriors or Kshatriyas, 
' citizens, traders and farmers or 
Vaishyas, and the menials or Sud- 
ras. These, however, have been un- 
dergoing

until 
now 
there are 2,500 main dlrislons of the 
cartes. 
Some are of political or- 
igin.

region Of the Punjab where the Ra- 
ja is the fountain of honor and by 
his word creates, enlarges and re- 
stricts the castes of the people in 
his realm. 


Opposite to the 
people of caste 
are the pariahs or outcasts who are 
deprived of all social privileges. 
POLYGAMY 
BESTBICTED. 


In this part of India monogamy is 
the 
ordinai-y 
form 
of marriage. 
Polygamy is the privilege of Brah- 
mans and Kshatryans. But the ma- 
jority generally practice monogamy. 
Woman in India and especially in 
the Punjab, says the 
report, has 
been more subjected to servilty of 
recent than she was anciently. Un- 
der the more modern customs it Is 
considered the father's duty to mar- 
ry off his daughter nor need be wait 
for her to reach a marriagable age. 
However, if the Cather neglecU the 
dutr of marrying Ittr to^ tomeoM tli« 


law enjoins her to marry in spite 
of him. "Let a girl wait three years 
but at the end of that time let her 
choose a husband of the same rank 
as herself," says the Manu. The girl 
is thus emancipated and her hus- 
band 
in 
marrj'ing 
her owes 
no 
gratuity to the father. The law im- 
poses 
strange 
restrictions on the 
man who wishes to marry. He may 
not marry a young girl with red 
hair or one bearing the name of a 
constellation, of a river, of a bird 
or of a serpent. He may not marry 
before his 
older 
brothers. 


Marriage among the Brahmans is 
a most solemn and important occa- 
sion. After it has been ascertained 
that a young man's suit for a girl 
is acceptable priests decide the day 
and exact minute 
when he shall 
make the formal visit to ask for her 
hand. 
After the contract has beeii 
arranged 
satisfactorily the day is 
fixed for the wedding. 
This takes 
place under 
a tent, 
covered with 
boughs of trees, which is erected in 
the court or in front of the door of 
the bride's home. When it is built, 
priests sacrifice cocoanuts, bananas 
and beetle nuts to the god of mar- 
riage and implore his protection. 
On 
the day of the wedding 
the 
couple are placed in an inner cor- 
ner of the tent with jugs of water 
in a row 
in front 
of them while , 
small lamps Im honor of the god of 
fire bum in a circle. 


The priests open the ceremony 
with prayers to the chief god and 
goddess of the heavens lighting the 
sacred fire which they feed with but- 
ter. The bride's father takes the 
daughter's hand and, places it in the 
hand of the bridegroom while the 
matron binds the hands together 
with a band o£ brass. , The priests 
then pray and pour water on the 
Joined hands, enumerating all 
the 
names and titles of the bride and 
bridegroom, after which he says. VI 
give'the this maiden, adorned with 
Jewdg and pzotectaA bribe lord ot 


all creatures." 
Tho bride's father 
then gives the bridgegroom a piece 
of money and says: 
"Let this be- 
long to thee and complete the gift." 


The bridegroom lights a sacrifi- 
cial fire in the best room of the 
house 
and 
thiee 
friends 
walk 
around it, one 
of them carrying a 
pitcher of water. 
Both bride and 
bridegroom make an offering con- 
sisting of rice and butter and both 
walk 
around the fire praying for 
their future happiness. The very im- 
portant part of the ceremony is for 
the bride to walk through seven cir- 
cles. 


Another important feature is the 
tying 
on 
of the 
tahli 
about the 
bride's neck. 
This is an ornament 
mounted in' gold and is a symbol of 
a Brahman's wife. 
For three days 
the couple may eat nothing that la 
fiavorod with salt and during that 
time tiiey must sleep on the ground. 
On the fourth day the man takes his 
wife home, lifting her off from the 
wagon on their arrival and carry- 
ing her 
into the 
house. 
Matrons 
welcome her and place her. on a red 
oxhide. A child is placed in her lap 
and 
lotus-nuts 
and 
fruits, in her 
hand. 
The husband lights a sacri- 
ficial fire and man and wife greet 
the 
parenfs' and 
relatives. 
More- 
sacrifices and prayers conclude the 
event All theso ceremonies are ob- 
served even when the bride Is a lit- 
tle girl and are repeated in almost 
the same form with new sacrifices. 
when she reaches the age of mature 
ity. 
This repetition 
is called the 
little or second wedding. 


These tribes still believe in the 
custom of burning widows. Thla 
was abolished 
by Lord Bentinck. 
Gov. General, of Bengal in 1829, saya 
the report. 
It was held before a 
point of honor for a woman to die 
with her husband and if she surviT- 
cd him she suffered contempt that 
often seemed worse than death. 
A 
story is related of one prince dying . 
and of his 47 wives accompanyins 
him into the next world.

Issued a bulletin 
•which recommends the formation of 
a rh3mi0 or Jingle as a remembrance 
of this oft-time necessary data. 


Business men, reformers, 
poli- 
ticians, suffrage leaders—in 
fact, 
xnany others of prominence through- 
the country—^have taken up the idea 
that 
they 
scribble 
verse 
which 
•would bring to mind their 
birth 
year on the instant. 
Among them 
vrere Judge Ben Lindsey, Anthony 
Oomstock, Louis W. Hill and Mrs. 
Sherman M. Booth. 
Verses 
also 
irere supplied by A. Lawrence Low- 


ell, president of Harvard Ur.i ert. 
ty; Professor Hugo Munsterbcrg of 
Harvard, Governor Whitman of New 
York, and Mayor Carter H. Harri- 
son of Chicago. 


The federal bulletin follows: 
"According to recent issues of the 
public health reports, it is a com- 
mon occurrence to find school chil- 
dren, even high school pupils in the 
junior and senior years, who can- 
not tell how old they are, or who, 
if they know their age, cannot tell 
accurately in what year they were 
born. 


"You will need this Information 
when you 
apply 
for a marriage 
license, or in registering for voting, 
or In seeking a government position, 
or in case you claim you are heir 
to a fortune that is going to some 
other person. 
You might have to 
go under oath as to your age when 
you pay your customs duties on re- 
turn from your next European trip, 
so you should practice up. In some 
of our states there is no birth regi- 
stration, so you may not be able to 
prove from the records that 
you 
ever were born. This might be em- 
barassing to you if you want 
to 
marry In Europe. 


"Perhaps the easiest way to re- 
member your age is to form some 
jingle or rhyme on your birth year.

M i l k 
furnishes a good illustration, for 08 to 
99 per cent, of the estimat-ed food val- 
ues can be extracted from milk by a 
person with a normal stomach. Eighty' 
three per cent, is the limit obtainable 
from most vegetables. 


When food reaches the stomach the 
digestive juices soften it up while the 
muscles of the etomach will by their 
kneading motion break and crumblc it. 


Little energy is 
required, 
for 
in- 
stance, to 
digest 
milk. 
It 
curdles 
when it reaches the stomach but eveii 
then it is more easily broken up thaji 
the majority of foods. 
It will pass 
out of the stomach in about an hour 
and a half while smoked beef 
and 
string beans Avill not pass out of the 
stomach for from four to five hours. 


When the units of energy required 
to perform the work of digestion are 
taken into consideration milk is found 
to be the most economical as far as 
wear and tear on the human system 
goes although commercially 
speaking 
milk and cream are rather expensive. 


There are certain foods which have 
not 
much 
food value, 
but 
they are 
needed because of their 
juicea 
and 
fibers. Apples, spinach, bran and simi- 
lar foods come xmder this heading.

As careful bacteriological examifna- 
tions frequently haVe shown the in- 
terior of the mouth and throat even 
of healthy persons regularly contains 
numerous, bacteria of disease, most of 
them it is true are'harmlessi but some 
are of a malignant type.

JNIany of the infectious diseases both 
of adult life and childhood imdoubtedly 
have their beginning in the rousing to 
activity of germs in 
the 
nose 
and 
moutii. 


Can one trust to antiseptic 
mouth 
Ava.slies, 
gargles, 
nasal 
sprays 
and 
douches, to keep the nose and throat 
free from disease germs and thus to 
prevent colds and infections? No doubt 
they help in certain circumstances and 
when judiciously used, but to rely upon 
such measures absolutely is faulty hy 
giene. 


.Antiseptic solutions may destroy the 
most superficially lying bacteria, but 
they do not reach those 
which have 
penetrated the deeper layers, arid they 
fail especially because they do not cor 
rect the actual alterations in the mem- 
branes themselves. 


There is indeed harm, rather than 
good if the antiseptics used are of such 
character and concentration as to irri- 
tate the membrane, especially the deli- 
cate membranes of the nose, interfer- 
ing with the natural processes of pro- 
tection and repair.

providing 
you 
want

well- 
broken horse. 


A bad trick once learned soon be- 
eomeii a set habit, becoming 
harder 


i 
Well-Bred and Well-Tralned Colt. 


to cure each day if not stopped in the 
earliest stages. 


Let me cite an example: 
A neigh- 
bor of mine has a very fine colt that 
he put in the hands of a trainer to 
break 
to light harness, 
double 
and 
single, and also the saddle. 


The trainer knew his business and 
In a month's time the colt was fairly 
steady In harness and under the saddle 
but, being of a nervous disposition and 
rather 
suspicious 
of 
h u m a n 
beings, 
had to be handled very carefully. 


H e 
was 
especially 
nervous 
when 
ianyone approached his head, whether 
he wa« tied In his staM or to a hitching 
post, and inclined to run back against 
the halter or bridle if approached too 
hurridly. 


The trainer—a real horseman—^who 
noticed all peculiarities of the many 
different horses he handled from time 
to time, was extremely careful not to 
excite this particular 
colt and 
cer- 
tainly not when he was tied. 


Consequently, 
the 
colt, 
although 
showing signs of nervousness at times, 
never attempted to really pull 
back 
and break away. 


The 
trainer 
left, 
after 
his 
work 
was done, and soon afterward a city 
cousin, a good fellow but no horse- 
man, paid my neighbor a visit and he 
was given the colt to ride. 


Now, although the city man was no 
horseman in the strict acceptance of 
the 
word, 
yet 
he 
was 
devoted 
to 
horseback 
riding and 
in 
his 
riding 
togs cut quite a respectable 
figure. 


He called on the writer one after- 
noon, 
tying 
his 
mount, 
the 
above- 
mentioned colt, to a tree. 


Later, as he was about to leave, he 
walked straight to the colt's head, the 
latter edged away, backing the full 
length of the reins, the rider then ex- 
tended a gloved hand straight in the

A heavy rope haJter tied around his 
neck and then passed thro\igh a ring 
of the bit so as to draw equally on the 
neck and head will probably stop the 
bad habit. 


FARMING 


The Earning Power of Land Varies Greatly, But Results Depend More on 
the Energy and Intelligence of the Man Farming the 
Land Than on the Quality of the Soil 


GROWING THE CURRANT. 


In pruning the currant 
encourage 
an upright growth or the bush form 
With several 
stems, 
rather 
than 
a 
Bcraggly 
habit with 
but 
few stems. 
F o u r to eight stems are desirable, de- 
pending upon soil and variety. 
Aim 
to keep a continuous supply of vigor- 
ous shoots coming on. 
In well-pruned 
plantations no wood over three years 
old should be found. 


In setting currants and gooseberrip.s. 
Bet them deep in the soil; they will not 
bear fruit unless you do it. 
In setting 
t h e plants in the hole, fill partly u-ith 
•oil and then put in some old dressing 
and then cover this dressing with soil 
two or three incJjes. 


iSnnwAnts and «»oseberries are gross 
feeders, and if you want to get a large 
crop you must feed for it. 
U.se barn 
dressing and be very liberal with it. 
This will paji- bettsf- than a small do.se 
which means a small crop of fruit, 
poor In quality and poor in price also. 


B E E S AND F R U I T 
POLLiINATION. 


Professor 
Bailey, 
of 
Cornell, 
says 
that "bees are a much more important 
factor of pollination 
than the 
wind, 
and that their absence is always dele- 
terious." 


In a recent bulletin the department 


of agriculture says: 
"Plant mixed va- 
rieties, or at lea.st avoid the planting 
of solid blocks, and be sure there are 
plenty of bees in the neighborhood to 
\isit the blossoms." 


Profespor Waugh, who experimented 
as a fruit-grower and not as a bee- 
keeper. proved that bees, as polliniz- 
er.s, 
were 
more 
reliable 
and 
much 
superior to the wind. 
He placed panes 
of glass covered with a viscid fluid in 
the ori'hard in order to catch the wind- 
blown pollen, and the amount caught 
was surprisingly small. 


Almost the first thing a man should 
do on taking possession of a home of 
his own, is to set out some fruit trees. \ 


Without endorsing any of the f a d s 
of f a r m i n g which are heard of in all 
directions, we urge tillers of the soil 
to aim at greater productiveness and 
larger profits. 


At a meeting of the Texas Bankers' 
association, 
Col. 
Henry 
Exall 
said 
that we are now raising a bushel less 
wheat 
per 
acre 
than 
wa did 
forty 
years ago; and th^t unless our meth- 
ods were 
improved, another 
decade 
or two would see the United 
States 
reduced to the necessity of Importing 
a material portion of Its food supplies 
f r o m other countries; that Is, If other 
countries were able to supply ua. 


By scientific, or sj-stematic farming, 
Mr. J. J. Hill declared recently: 
Land 
can be made to yield twice as much 
as it is now doing. 
He might 
have 
added that wise marketing is just as 
necessary as systematic farming. 


"The essentials," he advised, 
"are 
rotation 
of 
crops, 
more 
intensive 
farming, a more frequent and 
thor- 
ough cultivation of the soil, a careful 
seed selection, and the judicious use 
of fertilizing materials. 
Seed 
selec- 
tion is alone of the greatest 
impor- 
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tanoe. 
It has added 18.000,000 and 
upward to the value of a single state's 
crops." 


Bankers' 
associations 
In 
fourteen 
states of the Union, with others com- 
ing, are perfectitig measures to induce 
f a r m e r s to grow two bushels of wheat 
or corn where now there grows but 
one. 
Their earnestness and sincerity 
are proved by the fact t h a t they are 
putting up large sums of Ynoney for 
this purpose, 
money 
for prizes, 
for 
agricultural schools, and to pay ex- 
perts for tea,chlng improved methods 
to farmers. 


The railroads of our country 
are 
doing wonderful things for the farmer. 
In a pamphlet on "The Essentials of 
Soil-Fertility," the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road company emphasizes the impor- 
tance of soil-fertility as a factor In 
crop returns, and says that the con- 
servation of productive influences, and 
the 
rejuvenation 
or 
reclamation 
of 
f a r m lands carelessly allowed to de- 
teriorate, are subjects of greater In- 
terest today than ever heretofore. The 
Pennsylvania 
for 
some 
j'ears 
has 
assisted in many ways efforts made by 
the several state departments of Agri- 


culture and 
agricultural 
colleges 
to 
carry to the farmers the gospel of 
greater farming efficiency with resultant 
Increased profits. 
Educational trains 
have been placed at the disposal of 
the state authorities and lecture toure 
in the cars have been arranged for, 
covering extensive sections of its terri- 
tory and f a r m experts have been em- 
ployed to visit and Instruct 
farmers 
along its lines. 


The Illinois Central has established 
fifteen 
experimental 
f a r m s of 
forty 
àcres each In Mississippi and Louis- 
iana under direct supervision of two 
agricultural 
colleges, 
and 
h a s 
em- 
ployed 
an 
expert 
agriculturist 
con- 
tinuously 
to 
visit 
owners 
of 
these 
farms, who are given all profits f r o m 
crops 
and 
guaranteed 
against 
any 
losses through experimentation. 


With proper cultivation, rotation of 
crops, tillage, drainage, and soil fer- 
tilization, many thousands of unpro- 
ductive acres can be made to yield 
abundantly, while those under culti- 
vation can be made to produce more 
and better crops. 
There is no question 
of higher importance to us than that 
of scientific farming. 


KEEP THE PIGS FREE FROM DISEASE

"Wher® Grows? Where Grows It Not? If Vain Our Toll, 
TVe Ougrht to Blame the Culture, Not the Soil." 


W h e n young nursing pigs begin to 
scour, it is evident that the milk of 
the sow Is disagreeing with them and 
immediate attention, therefore, should 
be directed toward Improving her ra- 
tions. 
Most often the trouble comes 
f r o m overfeeding on com, or 
other 
rich food, just a f t e r farrowing, 
and 
pigs of fat, flabby, cross, nervous, con- 
stipated sows are most a p t t o suffer. 
Sudden changes of food, or feeding 
sour swill, or food f r o m dirty troughs, 
also tend to cause diarrhoea either in 
nursing pigrs or those t h a t have been 
weaned, and all such cases should be 
prevented or removed. 


To correct scoudnir 1« nursing pigs, 
give the sow 15 to 20 grain« of sul- 
phate of iron (copperas) in her slop 
night and morning and, if necessary, 
slightly Increase the doses until 
ef- 
fective. 
Lime water may, with 
ad- 
vantage, be freely mixed with the slop 
as a preventive when there is a ten- 
dency to derangement, 
or a f t e r the 
trouble has been checked, and 
also 
is an excellent corrective for weaned 
pigs showing a tendency to scour on 
slop or skimmed milk. 
When 
little 
pigs are scouring severely, each may 
be given a raw egg and 5 to 10 grains 
of subnitrate of bismuth twice daily 
in addition to changing the food of 
the sow and mixing copperas In her 
slop. 
In cases which do not respond 
promptly to treatment, success 
may 
follow the administration of a dose of 
castor oil shaken up in milk. 


In all cases it is Important to set 
right all errors in diet and sanitation 
and 
to provide 
the 
pigs with 
dry, 
sunny, well-ventilated quarters. 
The 
derangement 
is most 
apt 
to 
occur 
among pigs kept in insanitary condi- 
tions. 


Inactivity of the bowels most often 
gives trouble In pregnant sows and 
other adult hogs when given too little 
exercise and too much rich food. 
In 
such animals the liver Is torpid, the 


system feverish and the museles aii4 
other 
organs 
overloaded 
with, 
fat, 
Constipation 
seldom troubles 
wher« 
hogs are fed laxative foods, such at 
bran, 
flaxseed 
meal, roots or alfajfa 
during the winter season, and in addl' 
tion are made to take abundant Out- 
door exercise.

In the common 
disease of 
young 
pigs known as rickets, there is en- 
largement. bending and distortion of 
the bones of the joints and limbs, and 
fractures of leg bones are not uncom- 
mon. 
The bones of the body in af- 
fected pigs lack their normal propor- 
tion of mineral material and have an 
excess of vegetable matter. 
The ten- 
dency to the disease is hereditary a n d 
most likely to be seen in closely in- 
bred 
hogs or 
those 
of 
herds 
kept 
under insanitary conditions and long 
imperfectly 
nourished 
upon 
unbal- 
anced rations. 
The excessive feeding 
of corn to generation after generation 
doubtless induces a weakness of con- 
stitution conducive to rickets and the 
disease may appear as a result of any 
aggravating 
circumstance 
productiva 
of malnutrition. 


MORE U V E STOCK NEEDED. 


Unless American farmers grow more 
live stock In the future the fertility of 
the soil will be wasted at such a rate 
that farming will prove generally un- 
profitable. 
Such 
Is the 
conclusion 
which has been reached by students 
of the problem, as well as practical 
farmers in every community of 
the 
United States. 


The 
f a r m 
animal 
Is 
absolutely 
necessary. 
There are many 
reasons 
for this. 
Lilve stock enables much of 
the waste about the f a r m to be con- 
verted 
into 
meat, 
milk 
and 
work. 
Much of the crops on the f a r m can 
be 
marketed 
in 
smaller 
packages, 
when 
converted 
into 
butter, 
milk 
and meat. 
The boys and girls on the 
f a r m are far more liable to become 
interested in farming if an 
interest 
in live stock can be awakened. 


The business f a r m e r of today tests 
his seed 
grain. 
In 
farming, as 
in 
every 
other 
business, 
elements 
of 
chance are being removed as fully as 
possible. 


FROM EGG TO ADfJIiT. 


The house fly lays eggs which ar* 
shaped somewhat like slender grain« 
of 
wheat. 
They 
are 
deposited 
In 
masses which contain on the averag* 
120 eggs. 
In ordinary weather they 
hatch in twenty-four hours, producing 
a maggot, which is .07 of an inch in 
length, tapering at one end and blunt 
at the other. 
These grow rapidly and 
become f r o m a quarter of an inch to 
one-half inch in length. 
They change 
their skins three times within five ta 
seven days. 
After the third change, 
or moulting, as it is called, the maggot 
goes into a resting stage, 
called 
a 
pupa, which is a small brown object, 
rounded at the ends. 
This stage lasts 
f r o m five to seven days, when the per- 
fect fly emerges from i t

HOW TO INCREASE OUR DAIRY PROFITS

Profit i? the difference between cost 
)f production and the selling price, 
¿"o insure the largest profit in milk 
preductipn, the cow owner must know 
th^t each cow in the herd is produc- 
ing enough milk to pay for feed, labor. 
Interest, taxes and depreciation, 
and 
then leave some for profit. 
In 
one 
herd, 
eleven 
cows 
produced 
$200 
ivorth of butterfat above feed 
cost, 
while four others ate $20 worth of feed 
more than the returns for their butter- 
fat paid for. 
So that the whole 
fifteen 


onlj' averaged $15 each above cost of 
feed. 
While, if the man had had only 
the best eleven, he would have 
had 
$20 more money, saved the feed and 
the labor of handling. 
The only cer- 
tain way in which these "robber" cows 
can be located Is by yearly records of 
milk 
production. 
No 
man 
has 
yet 
been found who can guess accurately 
on every cow in a herd. 
Records may 
be made by the owner, or by several 
joining together in a cow test associa- 
tion, and employing a man to do the 
work. 


Having 
located 
the 
unprofitable 
cows, 
and 
eliminated 
them, 
their 
places can be filled in a few cases by 
purchase. 
The 
prices 
are 
getting 
high. 
The best way is through 
the 
purchase of a pure-bred sire f r o m a 
profitable cow, and the saving of his 
daughters out of the best cowa in the 
herd 
Each community should adopt 
one breed and all buy sires of 
the 
same 
breed. 
In 
a 
short 
time 
the 
grade 
surplus 
stock 
will 
command 
f r o m $10 to $50 a piece above 
the 
common scrub stock, because of the 
large amount of it to be found in one 
community and 
the reputation 
they 
will acquire 
for breeding 
that 
one 
class of stock. 


Profits can usually be Increased by 
better feeding. 
Each cow must have 
enough food—first, to maintain 
her- 
self; second, with which to m a k e the 
milk she yields, and any surplus above 
this is stored up in the form of fat 
to be used later when she don't get 
enough food. 
The cow that has t h e 
ability 
to produce 
forty pounds 
of 
milk a day, and is only fed enough to 
make twenty-five or thirty pounds a 
day, does not m a k e milk aa cheap aa 
she would when fed to her capacity. 
In the judgment of the writer, 
the 
dairy cow that has the ability to m a k e 
thirty pounds of milk a day, or better, 
cannot 
eat 
enough 
alfalfa hay 
to 
enable her to do her best work, and 
she should be fed some f o r m of grain 
or by-product concentrate low in pro- 
tein to supplement 
the alfalfa 
hay 
eaten.

amount of feed limits production, an 
Insufllcient a m o u n t of protein limits 
production.

Therefore protectors should be 
on the trees by the middle of .Tun© In 
order to exclude all the borers. 
A 
few moths emerge and deposit eggs 
earlier, but the number of borers thp.t 
enter the trees before June 15th la 
comparatively insignificant in any sec- 
tion of the country.

Eradication of 


Certain Weeds 


Chicory, dandelion, and t h e 
plan- 
tains, when growing in f a r m 
lands, 
can be easily eradicated by clean cul- 
tivation. 
The 
first 
two possess 
tap 
roots and the plantains have shallow 
crowns with fibrous roots, so that none 
of these weeds spread rapidly 
f r o m 
their underground parts. 
In a good 
farming 
region, 
especiaily 
where 
a 
short rotation Is followed, these weeds 
are not much In evidence, 
excepting 
where buckhorn 
plaintain is seeded 
with 
clover 
seed. 
Care should 
be 
taken that only clover seed f r e e f r o m 
the buckhorn is sown, especially where 
a crop of clover seed is to be h a r - 
vested. 


The handling of weeds along road- 
sides and fence rows is a problem in 
itself. 
All the above-mentioned weeds 
are inclined to grow in such situations 
and their complete eradication 
there 
is r a t h e r difficult. 
Usually it does not 
pay to attempt complete 
eradication 
in such situations, since they do not 
spread to the adjoining f a r m land if 
it is well farmed. 
About ail that needs 
to be attempted in such places is to 
prevent seed production.

lieves in the value of keeping up ap- 
pearances and that there la a profit 
in beautiflcatlon which rural commu^ 
nitiea are not apt to appreciate. 
This 
organization thinka there are 
many 
rural homes that could be greatly im- 
proved in appearance by neatly kept 
lawns, 
attractive 
shrubs 
and 
well- 
cultivated gardens, and has come to 
the conclusion that timely attention 
given to details of thia character by 
the farmer would not only vastly im- 
prove the appearance of his 
place, 
but stimulate hia interest in tho sue* 
ceaa of all his crops. 


SPRING WORK FOR THE SHEEP RAISER 


By A. C. CHOA-F < 


Soon the sheep will be turned Into 
pasture and I desire to give a few 
points on the feed for the fiock during 
the time they are on grass. 


WTien you fasten the gate 
behind 
the flock when they are turned on the 
pasture do not think that your duties 
are ended until November. 


In the business of raising sheep it 
Is the shepherd with the ever-watch- 
ful eye who Is reaping success, now 
as always. 


A little time will Insure a good start 
and cost but little. 


As 
soon 
as 
the 
ground 
can 
be 
worked, take a little strip of land, pre- 
pare a good seed bed and sow in rape. 


In three weeks sow a second strip 
and so on until the last of July. These 
plots should be adjacent to the pas- 
ture and can be temporarily Inclosed 
by woven wire, giving the sheep a new 
feeding ground every four or five days. 


As sheep want short, crisp grass it 
can be secured by this method without 
overstocking the pasture and It would 
be well to have 't so arranged that the 
sheep can be changed f r o m one di- 
vision to another once in two weeks. 


L.ambs m a t u r e quickly and m a k e a 
better size if they are taught to eat 
grain as quickly as possible. 


It Is surprising how soon a lot of 
lambs will begin to eat bran, 
oats, 
and cracked corn, wheat 
screenings, 
etc., if such feeds are placed within 
tholr reach. 


The best way to feed grain to lambs 
is to m a k e a creep for them. 
This is 
a pen in the pasture with an opening 
on each side through which the lambs 
can creep but small enough to keep 
the «we out. 


If such a P«n is made of slats set 
upright, the slats inay be far enough 
apart to allow the lambs to 
creep 
through anywhere at pleasure. 


A Prlzc-Wlnnbiff Shrop^Ure B a n ^ 


This pen or creep should be covered 
so as to protect the grain from rains 
and should have a trouglx in It in 
which the grain should be kept all 
the time. 


The 
lambs will 
grow and 
thrive 
wonderfully and when weaning time 
comes they may be taken away from 
the ewes without any setback at all. 


Grain never gives such large retuma 
as when It is fed to young lambs. 


Wälle tt is advisable to sea tha 
sheep often while they are on pasture, 
still It is not necessary to stay with 
them all the time and good results 
may be obtained with plenty of good 
water, salt and feed and a 
weekly 
visit, if the dogs do not trouble them. 


If. however, sheep-killing dogs ar« 
around, ha on your guard with a good 
shotgun. 


Swat tho Ply. 


The fly walks on bread, fruit and 
vegetables, wipes its feet on 
butter 
and bathes in milk; 
it carries 
the 
germs of typhoid fever, consumption, 
diarrhoeal 
diseases, 
dlptheria 
and 
scarlet fever.

jure the textura of butter.

Shade 
is 
necessary 
for 
growing 
chicks and adult fowls. 
Provide shade 
and shelter from the hot sun 
and

den showers. 
Quickly growing annual 
vines wlU supply this shade if there 
are no trees in the yards. 
For this 
purpose the wild cucumber is very 
good. 
But best of all are tho fruit 
trees in the yards, for they serve a 
double purpose. 


Roup, one of the most troublesome 
diseases among chickens is almost al- 
ways caused by damp quarters. Keep 
the quarters dry and warm and the 
yards cletn a«d roup will not trouble 
you.

very freely of this and as the poison 
does not act quickly, it is carried to 
the burrows and fed to the larvae. 
I n 
this way the old and young die to- 
gether, and a large colony is soon die- 
posed of. 
In case the water driea out 
of the dish, more may be added, as 
this mixture does not spoil. 


If cows do not drink enough water 
they will not produce much milk, even 
if all the other nutrients are supplied 
in tha feed.

the Iron Chancellor a 
Most Potent Influence In 
Inspiring the Soldiers In 
the German Trenches 


Replying to a telegram from the 
Imperial Chancellor, on the celebra- 
tion of the 
anniversary 
of Bis- 
marck's birthday, the emperor sent 
the following dispatch from army 
headquarters: 


"Your message concerning the 
Btirring celebration in honor of Bis- 
marck; has rejoiced me greatly. I 
would with 
great pleasure attend 
personally to do homage to the great 
chancelllor, and lay on the steps ot 
the monument, amidst the represen- 
tatives of the empire and the people, 
ft token of my reverence for a man, 
who in this present earnest time is 
especially dear to us at the personi- 
fication of German strength and de- 
termination, but 
my duty to tl^e 
armed German people Is to hold out 
In the field in order to protect and 
Btrenthcn 
the 
empire's 
power 
abroad. 


' We shall succeed. Our guaran- 
tee is, firstly, God's grace; secondly, 
the unanimovjB will to achieve vic- 
tory, which inspires us all, and our 
Bolemn vow to make every sacrifice 
for the fatherland, which has been 
tested by facts. 


"The spirit of unity which has en- 
abled our men in the battlefield to 
overcome everything that divided us 
"Will, I confidently hope, outlast the 
din of war, and after victory has 
been gained will rightly bless ^nd 
promote the internal developme^it 
of the empire, 


"Then, as the fruit of victory, ra- 
tional life will spring up, in which 
the German nationality will have 
full and free expansion. Then the 
proud work for which Bismarck laid 
the foundation will be crowned." 


Bismarck! 
The name of that great conqueror 
now is ringing through 
Germany 
and the echo is being heard in the 
tuenches and among other fighting 
forces and renewing in them a de- 
termination to conquer or die. 


As the singing of America in- 
spires Americans so the mention of 
the name of the great Bismarck ex- 
cites the pitch of German patriotism 
to the highest degree and sends to 
those sufferers in the trenches new 
hope and courage in their fight.- 


"We shall emulate Bismarck and 
conquer," 
remarked 
the 
kaiser, 
"We shall do like Bismarck and con- 
quer," answered 
millions of peo- 
ple in the empire and this cry was 
taken up and reverberated through 
the trenches of the German army 
as no slogan had ever been taken up 
before. 
THE SPIRIT 
OF Ü1ÍITT. 


"The spirit of unity which has en- 
abled us in the battlefield to over- 
come everything that 
divided us, 
will I confidently hope outlast the 
din of war and after victory has 
been gained will rightly bless and 
promote the internal development of 
the empire. 


"Then as the fruit of victory, ra- 
tional life will spring up in which 
the German nationality will have 
full and fr#e expansion. Then the 
proud work for which 
Bismarck 
laid -the 
foundation 
will 
be 
•rowned," 


The words of the kaiser rang 
through Germany as nothing of a 
patriotic nature h^^ <ione since the 
beginning of the war. It is well to 
preach to men suffering In the 
trenches the glory of the fatherland. 
The Germans, it is said, 
have 
a 
greater 
love for their fatherUud 
than any 
other nsitlon. But with 
empty 
stomach 
and 
frozen feet, 
with 
bullets sailing above one'« 
head and no expectancy of the fu- 
ture other than merciful death by a 
bullet, the talk of patriotism often 
has a hollow sound 
and does not 
win the cheers that It would when 
war was first declared. 


Yet when the name of Bismarck 
was mentioned on the centennial an- 
Biyersary of hit birth it ran through 
the Crennan Dmplre like wlld^flre. 
Citizens were inspired and the en^ 
tbuslasm was still 
more strongly 
f«lt by tho men in the trenohes or in 
tfeie navy. 


Truly they wen «ghtini for their 
Atnerland, for their homes and chil- 
dren. But homes and fatherland 
are remota considerations 
when 
one is freezing and half fed in a 
trench. More truly they were ttgbt- 
in$ for the great kaiser whom all 
rwpected and loved. 
When thi 
kaiser in his declaration to his peo-> 
pie signified that he intended to em- 
ulate Bismarck and conquer as he 
did it was to the German army as 
if the great Iron Chancellor rode 
into their midst on his steel m y 
horse and took personal charge with 
the kaiser over their operations. 
Strength that /had been forgotten, 
conraye atad determination to win 
that had been almost lost sight of 
1& anxiety to return bome, were re- 
stored in ft dagr and the troops in 
tli0 trendies and sailors of bfttttt» 


ships and 
submarines swore they 
would emulate the example of the 
brave troops of Bismarck and win 
or die. 


In Berlin there was a great cele- 
bration. The whole city was a ver- 
itable blaze of color with flags float- 
ing everywhere, bands playing and 
people cheering madly. Guns were 
fired from the garrison, the reserves 
marched forth in their best uniforms 
and the people in a frenzy of re- 
joicing over the birth of one of the 
greatest German leaders hugged and 
kissed each other on the street. 


Thousands of residents of Berlin 
gathered about Bismarck's heroic 
statue before the Reichstag to ob- 
serve the exercises. Promptly at 
noon the imperial chancellor. Dr. 
von Bethmann-Hollweg, followed by 
all the generals and admirals not at 
the front, the official members of 
the Reichstag and Prussian cham- 
bers, Prince Otto Bismarck's grand- 
son, and the civic authorities of 
greater Berlin, advanced to the mon- 
ument from the Reichstag and deco- 
rated It with wreaths from the em- 
peror and from many individuals 
and organizations. 


The emperor was officially repre- 
sented at the ceremony in the morn- 
ing by the 9-year-old son of the 
crown prince, the boy wearing a 
sailor's uniform. All of the nobili- 
ty attended and knelt in homage be- 
fore the statue 
of the great Bis- 
marck and then deposited their of- 
ferings of flowers. 


The United States has its George 
Washington, France its Napoleon 
and England its Wellington, and so 
Germany has its Bismarck, the men- 
tion of whose name sends the blood 
pulsing through the arteries of its 
soldiers and makes them resolve to 
do or die.

"Tlje kaiser and Bismark," Is now 
the 
cry 
echoing 
through 
the 
trenches. 


Why Bismarck so particularly ap- 
peals to the German race at this 
time is that he stormed Paris and 
made it surrender in the Franco- 
German war of 1870 and 1871. At 
that time Napoleon III. had viewed 
the growth of Prussia 
under the 
able statesmanship 
of Count von 
Bismarck with open distrust. 
The 
emperor 
of the French had long 
foreseen that a conflict between 
France and Prussia was inevitable, 
and Bismarck was well convinced 
that the unity of Germany could not 
be accomplished without a struggle 
with France, whose traditional pol- 
icy toward Germany at that time 
was a desire for a boundary on the 
Rhine. 


In August, 1866, Napoleon III. de- 
manded the cession of the German 
territory on the west 
side of the 
Rhine to France as a compensation 
for the increased power of Prussia. 
In reply to the French emperor's de- 
mand Bismarck pronounced it "in- 
admlssable." Then Count Benedetti, 
representing Napoleon III,, present- 
ed to Bismarck a plan where it 
(France) was to annex Belgium and 
in return was to aid Prussia in the 
conquest of South Germany. 


After the failure of this and sev- 
eral other diplomatic coups France 
began the mobilization of its army 
on the grounds that Prussia was en- 
tering into an intrigue by permitting 
Prince Leopold of Hohenzollern- 
^Igmaringeir to become the can- 
didate for the Spanish throne. The 
Prince, announcing he did not wish 
to become the cause of a European 
conflict, withdrew. 
The 
king of 
Prussia had sanctioned and advised 
the withdrawal, but France demand- 
ed that he take this action as the 
king of Prussia which he declined 
to do on the ground it was not con- 
sistent with the dignity of Prussia. 


At this juncture Count Bismarck 
rushed troops to the Rhine and 
aroused the world by his publlca-' 
tion of the proposal of France to 
permit it to annex Belgium. Great 
Britain demanded of France that it 
adopt a policy of "hands off" in re- 
gard to Bel^um. 
France renewed 
its demands on the Prussian em- 
peror. The Prussian troops under 
Count von Moltke then moved to- 
ward France while the 
French 
troops marched under Napoleon III. 
In July, 1870, the German troops, 
700,000 in number, occupied a line 
along the French frontier from the 
Moselle to the Rhine, a position in 
which the first troops of the present 
war arranged themselves for the at- 
tack on Paris that never matured. 


The Grown Prince Frederick Wil- 
liam with a small force engaged the 
French in two battles in which he 
was successful. 
The French lost 
11,000 men in the latter battle—that 
ot Worth. These defeats caused in- 
tense excitement in Paris. The Pa- 
flilM» bocMtte iadlgnnnt tnd threat- 


ened mutiny while the government 
to allay their 
wrath 
printed bul- 
letins saying 
the crown 
prince or 
Prussia had been defeated. 
When 
it was learned these bulletins were 
false the anger of the mobs in Paris 
was increased tlie more. 


On the first day of September of 
1870, the famous 
battle of Sedan 
was fought between the victoiious 
crown prince's troops and those of 
MacMahon, the French leader. 
The 
morning v/as devoted to exchange of 
artillery fire, but toward noon the 
Prussians made a fierce attack on 
the French 
center, 
but were re- 
pulsed. 
Then followed an infantry 
attack along the whole line in which 
the French lines v/cre broken and 
their troops compelled to flee. The 
victory was more disastrous to the 
Prussians, 
however, 
for they lost 
30,000 men and the French but 20,- 
000 men. 
At dark the French took 
refuge in the fortress of Sedan and 
on the second of September, 1870, 
the siege of that stronghold started. 
The French, however, were so be- 
leaguered 
that 
Emperor Napoleon 
III. 
surrendered 
himself to King 
William of Prussia and MacMahon'a 
army also was surrendered. 


The German armies marched rap- 
idly toward France's capital and on 
September 4 the city of Paris was in 
a state of siege. 
At that time the 
French minister, Favre, offered hu- 
miliating terms of peace, but Count 
von Bismarck who had been direct- 
ing the great forces in their march 
toward France's capital, 
demanded 
the cession of Alsace and Lorraine 
and even demanded the ccssion of a 
permanent 
government in 
France, 
which was refused. 


An army of a half million men at 
that time surrounded Paris. 
There 
were but 230,000 troops 
defending 
the fortresses 
of the 
beleaguered 
capital. 
Numerous engagements of 
an unimportant character happened 
about Paris. 
All communication be- 
tween this great city and the outer 
world had been cut off. 
Paris theh 
sent up balloons with messages to 
the army of the Vosges which was 
commanded by 
General 
Garibaldi. 
There also was a new army of the 
Loire and the two offered great pos- 
sibilities of coming to the aid of the 
besieged city. 
The Germans were 
successful 
in attacks on 
various 
other strongholds and the southern 
German states entered into an al- 
liance with Prussia that resulted in 
the formation 
of the German Em- 
pire, 


Having grown Impatient at the 
lengthy duration of the siege of 
Paris, the Germans determined to 
compel the capital to surrender by 
assault and bombardment., in the 
latter part of December, 1870, the 
besiegers opened a heavy bombard- 
ment on Fort Avron and the fort 
was evacuated 
and occupied 
by 
German troops, 
The forts on the 
east and south sides of Paris were 
bombarded so vigorously that some 
of them were at length silenced, 
but they again resumed fire and rc-

plied as vigorously as before. Both 
the French and German armies suf- 
fered much from the severity of the 
season. 
Count von Bismarck was 
on the scene directing the troops 
and increased the courage of his 
men under the circumstances that 
confronted them. 


Thousands of 
shells from the 
German guns fell in Paris, doing 
much damage and killing hundreds 
of people. 
Many skirmishes then 
occurred and one Fiench 
general 
was repulsed with a loss of 8,000 
men. On the 6th of January the 
Prussian troops under Prince Fred- 
erick Charles routed the army of the 
Loire, which was on its way to aid 
and give relief in the defense of 
Paris. 
Twenty-two 
thousand 
French were captured by the Prus« 
sians. Tl)e French army of the 
north also was repulsed and all 
hope for raising the siege of Paris 
WM abandoned kr. tt« ausUlaiy: 


force?. 


At length after the French capital 
had suffered terribly from the fierce 
bombardment by the Germans, and 
after" famine had wrought its hor- 
rors on the inhabitants of the be- 
leaguered city the besieged made 
proposals of surrender and on Jan- 
uary 28, 1871, the articles of capit- 
ulation were signed by which the 
city of Paris was surrendered to the 
Germans and its garrison of 185,- 
000 men under General Trochu be- 
came prsoners of war. 
| 


The Germans lerled a contribu- 
tion of 20.000,000 francs upon the 
conquered city and the forts around 
the city were immediately occupied 
by German garrisons. 
Measures 
were taken tor the revletttalling of 
the city under German superrislon. 
For several weeks after tbe surr#n« 
der hundreds of Parisians died dally 
of starratlon. Tha fill of Parta 


emment and people-to the hopeless- 
ness of resistance to the gigantic 
power of Germany and made them 
anxious for the speedy conclusion of 
peace. 


An armistice of three weeks was 
signed at Versailles on January 28 
by Jules Favre on the part of the 
French Republic, and Prince Bis- 
marck on the part of the German 
Empire, in order to allow 
the 
French people to elect representa- 
tives to a national assembly which 
would convene at Bourdeaux 
and 
ratify a treaty of peace with Ger- 
many. 


After 
much 
negotiations, 
the 
armistice in the meantime having 
been extended one week, a prelimin- 
ary treaty of peace was signed by 
President Thiers and Jules Favre 
on the part of the French Republic 
and Prince Ton Bismarck on the 
part of the German Empire. France 
was required to cede to Germany 
nearly the whole of Alsace,- Includ- 
ing Straisbourg. and one-flftb of 
Lorraine, .Including Meti, and to 
> ^dUim doUarv la 


as indemnity for the losses sustains 
ed by Germany in the war. A large 
portion of the German army was to 
garrison a number of the French 
fortresses until the entire indemni- 
ty was paid. The expenses support- 
ing this array of occupation to ba 
paid by France. 


On March 1, 1871, Emperor WIN 
Ham of Germany and 30,000 German 
troops made their grand, triumphal 
entry into the French capital. Tliey 
made a very orderly entr$ince and 
two days later evacuated. Napoleon 
III. was, released to retire in Eng- 
land, where he died two yearf later. 


Thus ended Bismarck's conquest 
in one of the greatest wars of mod- 
ern times. Through tbe whole there 
was the great brain of the Iron 
Chancellor directing his men and^ 
leading them to victory. That was 
but 4S years ago and there are me^ 
still alive who remember the cos* 
quest. The kaiser is beliered to haVa 
planned a similar siege of I m g ia 
his first move of the present war. 


Bismarck now Is lipparmeat la tte

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The Cases of the Drug Addicts 


Despite the fearsome predictions of wholesale Suicides that were 


to follow because the source of! narcotic drug supply to drug addicts 
vas summarily cut off, the federal anti-narcotic, law which went into 
effect some three month ago has already proven its efficacy and its 
beneficent results. Beyond all question there is less of the habit that 
consumes both body and soul than existed before the federal govern- 
ment placed its restraint upon the .;alc and dispensing of the nar- 
cotic drugs, but what is of still more importance, no further recruits 
nro being added to the army 6f unfortunate victims that was steadily 
growing larger before this intervention. 


Now it is given out that a "rule of reason" is to be applied to 


tlie enforcement of the law against physicians. denYists and veter- 
inary surgeons, according to a statement by Peter Kruycr, United 
States collector of internal revenue for Indiana, The general rule 
will be that doses may be administered to those afflicted with the 
idrug habit if the doses are given as treatment and are graduated. 


The law provides these .professional men may administer nar- 


cotics Only in the course of professional practice. A physician or 
anyone else violates the act when narcotic drags arc "'sold, distrib 
uted, given away, dispensed or possessed not as medicine and for thu 
purpose of evading the intentions and provisions of the act." 


Physicians are directed to mark prescription when they prescribe. 


a larger amount of a drag than apparently is necessary, or where 
the treatment is for an addict to effect a cure or for a patient suffer- 
ing from an incurable disease. Decreasing doses will be expected for 


. pefsons afflicted with the habit. Dealers also are warned that they 


• shall assxire themselves that the drugs are prescribed.in good faith 


before they sell them. 


It.is inconceivable that any victim of the drag habit should not 


desire freedom from the chains that have enslaved him, and the gen, 
eral run of physicians are undoubtedly to be safely trusted to refuse 
to use the drugs only in a curative way and to refuse to pander to 
mere appetite. But if the intent of the law is to be maintained, it 
will be necessary to exercise watchful surveillance over those con- 
scienceless dispensers who might not be above reaping financial gain 
by pandering to the appetites of unfortunates and sending them 
more rapidly along the downward grade.

Most of these places were, operated 
y breweries, or rather the licenses were 
wncd by breweries and high rents, poor 
rade, the high cost of free lunch and 
he fact that' they—the 
brewers—fear 


Chicago may go dry within five years 
verc given as the, combined reasons for 
:he closing of the swinging doors. 


This takes $100,000 oif the city's reve- 


nue from licenses. 


The 
saloon business In Chicago is 


dropping off at a terrible rate." said a 
brewery agent. "The sales of our brew- 
ery, ono of the largest in the city, are 
25 per cent, less than they were thi 
Lime a year ago. 


"The main factor is the 
anti-saloon 


feeling that is sweeping over tbe coun- 
try. 
The feeling is reai and a sign ol 


the times and it wouldn't surprise me 
if Chicago—that a few years ngo was 
•one. of the best towns in the world foi 
saloons—would be dry within a 
few 


years. 


"The saloon situation in Chicago 


more serious than most, saloon-keeperf 
•will admit 
And that is but a reflec 


tion of similar conditions in other part:

SEALING WAX 
ERE is a description of a few 


of the beautiful things that 
can 
be made , from sealing 


wax. 


Experience is unnecessary and the 


only tools needed are the hands. 


The kind of heat used for melting 


"ie wax will affect the results. A gas 
or t>ri» Cime will not change the col- 
or, while *. lamp or candle will darken 
it. 


A cup of cold water, should be kept 


near to plunge article you are work- 
ing on into the water to harden quick- 
ly. Beads are easily made. A nail, 
orange wood stick or liat pin can be 
»*<!<i to put the bead on while you are 
covering it with wax. Cheap glass 
beads are used for foundations. 


The wax should be put on slowly 


for satisfactory results. For making 
a smooth finish hold over heat, turn- 
ing it constantly to keep from getting 
too hot: small buttons having a shank 
can be used for ornamental buttons. 


Earrringg can be made on a cheap 


pair found at the 10-cent stores. 


Cardboard cut in the shape of buckle 


can be used as foundation for the 
ornamental buckle. 
If you wish to 


make a slipper buckle bend to fit the 
foot while still warm. 


Cheap hat pins and large mourning 


pins are made the foundation for pins 
for hats. 


Coral beads with comb and earrings 


to match are beautiful. The comb and 
earrings must have metal foundations. 


Now that silk cords are so fashion- 


able, a beautiful pendant may be made 
of cardboard 
and covered with the 


wax and colored blue with a dash of 
gold; about every two inches apart 
knot the cord and here and there hava 
a bead to match the pendant; finish 
cord with tassels. 


Bar pins or smaller pins may have 


the cheap glass settings removed and 
filled in with wax. • Gold and 
coral"

SOUP STOCK 


OMEWHAT less than a quartet 


water to a pound of meat is 
a good rule for making soup 
stock. As a usu^l thing soup 


should be made from raw meat cold 
and brought slowly to a boil and gent- 
ly simmered through the entire pro- 
cess. 


Occasionally left-over meat can b« 


used to advantage to add flavor. This 
applies especially to cold ham, sau- 
sage, tongue or corned beef. 


But in this case the cooked • meat 


should be added to the raw soup hon« 
and meat. 


Soup stock is said to be better th» 


second day than the first. It should 
never be boiled long after it is once 
made, but should simply be brought 
to the desired temperature. 
Water 


should not bo added to soup stock 
once it has begun to boll. The propef 
amount, if possible, should be added 
boiling hot, as cold water is said to 
destroy the flavor. 


Soup stock should be free from fit. 


If possible remove all fat from the 
soup meat before beginning to boil, ai 
the fat does not add to the- goodhesi 
' of the flavor. Every bit of fat should 


be skimmed from the top of the soup 
kettle. 


To make a thoroughly good sour 


slock you will need one pound of shin 
beef, or one pound of knuckle of veal, 
or a half pound of each.

Recent Bulletin of British Government 
Reveals Queer Customs Followed In 
India—Women Wear Fig Leaves 
Mother Eve and Live As They 
Centuries Ago

In the year of our Lord, 1915, 


with civilization so far advanced 
that men are flying in the air, sail- 
ing under water, 
talking .to each 


other over telephones several thou- 
sand miles distant and conversing 
•with each other from one end ot the 
world -to the other by wireless, it 
is hard to believe that in a certain 
portion of the earth there still lives 
a savage group ot tribes that in 
many "ways resemble 
the monkeys 


from which mankind is supposed to 
be descended, whose women still 
wear leaves as their clothing just 
as Eve was supposed to have attired 
herself and who still believe in hu- 
man sacrifice to the sun and even to 
•tones. • 
. Yet a recent bulletin of the British 
government gives in detail these al- 
most prehistoric characteristics of 
still savage nations. 
They are lo- 


cated In the jungle wilds of the 
northern part of India and are more 
savage than the aborigines of the 
•tone age. 
x 


Of this great -group of savage 


tribes the Kols or Kolarians are the 
most gentle. 
They formerly over- 


spread the plains of-Bengal, but- 
now are found between the lower 
and upper Bengal and between the 
C 
es river and IS degrees north 


k....;ide. 
They are a large race 


with black straight hair, high noses 
and oval faces, girls of delicate nnd 
regular 
features, finely chiseled 


straight ncsos, and. perfectly formed 
mouths and chins. 
However, the 


eyes arc seldom so large, so bright 
and so ^ftzelle-like as those of pure 
Hindu maidens. 
LIKE 51EN OF 
THE STONE AGE. 


The Kols worship the sun, demons 


and spiritr, v;liom they greatly fear 
End also the souls of the dead. 


The Juangs of Orissa arc the 


"leaf wearers." In 1873, according 
to the official report, the English 
government called the tribe togeth- 
er, made a speech on clothes, and 
handed out strips of .cotton to be 
worn by 1he women. About 1900 
women accepted this brief clothing, 
the first mark of civilization, but 
within a few weeks were back to 
wearing leaves—one leaf, the report 
says, amply supplying each individ- 
ual. 


These people, says the govern- 


ment bulletin, have no knowledge of 
metals and in every way resemble 
the men of the Stone Age. The fam- , 
ilies live in one .building with the 
exception of the young men who 
are quartered, by themselves. 


The Bhils, another Kolarian race, 


are the most noted thieves in the 
world. Robbery and war are their 
chief delights. Their skill is such, 
says the report, that they have been 
known to steal 
the blanket from 


under a man asleep after he had 
been warned the attempt would be 
made. They live naked and oil their 
bodies so as to escape if captured. 
They worship stones and trees. They 
number about one miUion. 


The 
Gonds have 
women who 


closely resemble 
apes. 
They are 


more civilized than the other races 
In that they wear petticoats reach- 
ing the knees- They number about 
124,000. 


Another peculiar tribe is the To- 


das, supposed by some ethnologists 
to be the lost tribe'of Israel. They 
live on the slopes of the Nilgiri hills 
In scattered huts. In some features 
they resemble Australians and in 
others early Romans or Israelites. 
It is concluded that they ETO an 
alien raco and not even remotely re- 
lated to the other tribes of that por- 
tion of India. 
HOLD ALOOF 
FROM FOREIGNERS. 


They are herdsmen and Hve in a 


sort of tropical Switzerland. Se- 
cluded among their pastures, tak- 
ing pleasure only in their own cus- 
toms, they hold aloof Jrom all for- 


; 

The women 
are 


treated with respect and given much 
freedom. 
They Hve in huts that 


have such small doorways that one.

While the Todas are a domestic

race or tribe, the Kotas. supposed

carrion. They drink 


wines, but shun strangers ami go in 
hiding when one of another raco ap- 
proaches. Strangely, their huts are 
arranged 
on lanes or streets and 


those on the same streets cannot 
marry without the consent of the 
tribe. 
They worship images of 


wood or rock or often some seclud- 
ed tree. 


Says the report: "One thing the 


jungle-dweller does acquire by this 
course of life is a marvelous in- 
sight into nature and her secrets. 
His eyesight or power' of hearing 
is not by nature better than ours, 
but he will hear or see a tiger 
creeping-down a ravine long before 
the English sportsman will. Every 
sound in the forest has a meaning 
for him—the grunt of the baboon as 
the tiger comes beneath his tree, 
the hoarse alarm bark of the stag. 
From the way the vultures hover in 
the air he will tell if the tiger has 
finished his meal or is still tep.ring 


• the carcass. Every footmark, a dis- 


placed pebble, a broken grass-stalk 
will tell him something; what beast 
has passed there and how long ago."

SACRIFICE. 


The'Rhone's are one of the most 


sa.va.gc of these tribes 
and until 


partly civilized 
by the British be- 


lieved in human sacrifice and on 
killing female babies on the theory 
they are too poor to support "use- 
less" children. 


In 1835 they became subject to 


English rule and were made to give 
up their slock 
of human victims 


who had 
been 
prepared for and 


were awaiting sacrifice, and substi- 
tute goats and buffaloes. These arc 
now sacrificed on wooden elephants 
—the animal being tied to the image 
and being backed to death. Tho re- 
port says that even after the English 
in 1S35 put a slop to human 'sacri- 
fice the military 
commander re- 


ceived word that a girl was to be 
sacrificed. 
He 
pushed 
forward 


with a large troop to the camp of 
the Khonds and found an aged 
priest ready to sacrifice a girl while 
about him was a throng of natives, 
religious-mad. 
The sacrifice was 


halted through fear of the troops 
but after they departed with the 
girl, angered because of being de- 
prived of a sacrifice, they are said to 
have immolated the aged priest. He 


1 "was tied to the elephant trunk and 


hacked to pieces. 


They kidnaped their victims from 


the plains for sacrifice. Bach vil- 
lage kept in store a number of in- 
tended victims in case of a sud- 
den need of "atonement." The vic- 
tim on being brought to the hamlet 
was welcomed at every 
threshold, 


daintily fed and given the best of 
treatment until the fatal day when 
he was led forth to sacrifice. 


The 
nine deadly sins 
of the 


Khonds are: To refuse hospitality, 
break an oath or promise, to speak 
falsely save to protect a guest, to 
break the pledge of friendship, to 
break an old la.w or custom, to com- 
mit an immoral act in consanguin- 
ity, to contract debts, to skulk in 
time of war, to betray a public se- 
cret, 


Most numerous of the people of 


that wild region known as the Pun- 
jab are the Jats and Rajputs. Both 
may perhaps 
belong to the same 


stock, although differing in appear- 
ance. They are considered to be di- 
rectly descended from the military 
clans that the India chief led against 
Alexander the Great when he in- 
vaded the Punjab in 325 B. C., but 
the most recent view of anthropolo- 
gists is that they came from Central 
.Asia. The Greek historians of that 
time described these people as tall 
and graceful and eminently brave in 
war. This still is-true of them. It 
•was the Jats who in the eighteenth 
century gradually overturned the 
Mohammedans in the- Punjab. 


Of the better class of these unciv- 


ilized aborigines are the Kashmiris 
Hu Hindus ol the North. Th'ey be- 
came Mohammedans several cen- 
turies. They are described as al- 
most Europeans of slender frame, 
prominent cheekbones and prom- 
inent noses. The men are of a 
square, herculean build, well pro- 
portioned and with a frank expres- 
sion, while the women are fresh- 
looking; and of almost a Jewish cast

The P:irsecs of Bombay are a race 


of flrc-wor-shipnrs. They took ref- 
uge in India in \\\o seventh century 
during the Mohammedan invasio'n of 
their country. Ever snco Uiey have 
kept themselves aloof, thus preserv- 
ing their religion and their racial 
habits and customs intact, just as 
they were hack in the seventh cen- 
tury. 


Of all these rpces the. Khasis, a 


tribe of the 
Tibcto-Bunneso race, 


dwelling in the Kliasia mountains, 
is the most 
civilized. There are 


about 140,000 members of this tribe. 
Their voices arc clear and distinct 
and their 
cries to one another 


across long distances from hilltop 
to hilltop, can he heard echoing for 
many miles. 
This is their chief 


means of 
communication and for 


distinctness over the many miles in 
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some way surpasses the telephone. 


They arc a well-built race, soino 


of the men and women being per- 
fect marvels of muscular develop- 
ment. As a rule, too, they arc cou- 
rageous and can flght well. Their 
women arc fond of dress and Sncry. 
They have grand dances in tuo 
month of March in honor of the new- 
moon. They assemble in certain 
places, "a riug is formed, the giris 
standing two and two in Ihc center 
facing outward. They then move 
slowly frora right to left in military 
order as soldiers drilling from right 
to left.

la this part of India monogamy is 


tho 
ordinary form 
of marriape. 


Polygamy is the privilege of Brah- 
maus and Ksliatryans. Bat the ma- 
jority generally practice monogamy. 
Woman in India and especially in 
ihR Punjab, says the 
report, has 


been more subjected to scrvilty o£ 
recent than she was anciently. Un- 
der the more modern customs it is 
considered the father's duty to mar- 
ry off his dauchtcr nor need he 'wait 
for her to reach a rearriapible ape. 
However, if the father neglects the 
dutv of marrying her to someone the 


law enjoins her to marry in spite 
of him. "Let a girl wait three years 
but at the eud of that time let her 
choono a husband ot the same rank 
as herself," says the Manu. The girl 
is thus cuiRscipaled and her hus- 
band 
in marrying her owes no 


gratuity to the lather. The law im- 
poses strange restrictions on the 
man who wishes to marry. He may 
not marry a young girl with red •' 
hair or one bearing the nanio of a 
constellation, of a river, of a bird 
or of a serpent. He may not marry 
before his older brothers. 


Marrlags among the Brahmans is 


a most solemn aud important occa- 
sion. After it has been ascertained 
that a young man's suit for a pirl 
is acceptable priests decide the <lay 
and exact minute when he iSia.ll 
make the formal visit to ask for her 
hand. After tho contract has been 
arranged 
satisfactorily the day is 


fixed for the wedding. This takes 
place under a icnt. covered with 
boughs of trees, which is erected in 
the court or in front of the rtoor of 
the bride's home. When it is built, 
priests sacrifice cocoanuts. bananas 
and beetle nuts to the god of mar- 
riage and implore his protection. 
On 
the day ot tho wedding the 


couple arc placed in an inner cor- 
ner of the tent v/ith jugs of -water 
in a row in front ot them'while 
small lamps in honor of the god of 
fire burn in a circle. 


Tho priests open tho ceremony 


with prayers to the chief god ar.d 
sotldcss oJ tbc heavens lighting the 
sacred fire which they feed with but- 
ter. The bride's father lakes il;c 
daughter's hand and places it in the 
hand of 1he bridegroom whils Ihc 
matron 
binds <nc hands togolhor 


with a band o£ brass. The priests 
thru pray and pmir water OR the 
joined hands, enumerating nii 
the 


names aud titles of tho bride snd 
bridegroom, after which hs says. "I 
give the iiiis maide?.. adorned with 
jewels and protected by the lord o£ 


all creatures." The bride's father 
then gives the bridgegroom a piece 
of money ar.d says: 
"Let. this be- 


long to thec and complete the gift." 


The bridegroom lights a sacrifi- 


cial fire in the best room of the 
house 
and 
three 
friends 
walk 


around it. one 
(if them carrying a 


pitcher of water. 
Both, bride- and 


bri'jejr'"corn make an offering con- 
sisting of rice and butter and both 
walk 
around ihc fire praying for 


their future happiness. The very im- 
portant part oC tlie ceremony is for 
the bride to walk through seven cir- 
cles. 


Another important feature is the 


tying on ot t!ic' tahli about the 
bride's neck. This is an ornament 
mounted in golrt and is a symbol of 
a Brahman's wil'c. IJor three days 
the couple may oat rtolhing that is 
flavored with s.-vli. and during that 
timr they must sleep on the~ground. 
On tiie fourth dny the man takes his 
wife home, lifting ber off from the 
waginn on thoir arrival and carry- 
ing her 
into the house. Matrons 


welcome her ar.d place her on a red 
oxhide. A child is placed in her lap 
and lotus-nuts and fruits in her 
hand. The husband lights a sacri- 
ficial fire and man and wifo greet 
the parents and relatives. More 
sacrifices and prayers conclude the 
event. All these ceremonies are ob- 
served ever, when the bride Is a lit- 
tle giri and arc repeated in almost 
the same form with new sacrifices 
v.-licn she readies the age of matur- 
ity. 
This repetition 
is called the 


litt.lc or second wedding.

so you should practice up. In some 
of onr states there is no birth regi- 
stration,-so you may not be able to 
prove from the records that you 
ever were born. This might be em- 
barassing to you if you want 
to 


marry in Europe.

COLTS ACQUIRE BAD HABITS QUICKLY

The secret of breaking a. colt prop- 


ttly Is to keep him from learning bad 
habits, not curing him of them after 
they .have been acquired, although the 
latter must be done If he has acquired 
them, providing you want a well- 
broken horse. 


A bad trick once learned soon be- 


comes a set habit, becoming harder 


The. trainer—a real horseman—who 


noticed all peculiarities of the many 
different horses he handled from time 
to time, was extremely careful not to 
exrite this particular colt and cer- 
tainly not when he was tied. 


Consequently, the 
colt, although 


showing signs of nervousness at times, 
never attempted to really pull back 
and break away. 


The trainer loft, after his work

to aim at greater productiveness and 
larger profits.

Col. Henry Ex»ll oatd 
that we are now raising a bushel leas 
wheat per acre than we did forty 
years ago; and that unless our meth- 
ods were Improved, another decade 
or two would see the United States 
reduced to the necessity of Importing 
a material portion of its food supplies 
from other countries; that Is. If other 
countries were able to supply us.

KEEP THE PIGS FREE FROM DISEASE 


By A. S. AMEXAXDEIt 


When young nursing pigs begin to! 


scour, it Is evident that the milk of 
the sow is disagreeing with them and 
immediate attention, therefore, should 
be directed toward improving her ra- 
tions. Most often the trouble comes 
from overfeeding on corn, or other 
rich food. Just after farrowing, and 
pigs of fat. flabby, cross, nervous, con- 
itlpated sows are most apt to suffer. 
Sudden changes of food, or feeding 
sour swill, or food from dirty troughs, 
also tend to cause diarrhoea, either In ! 
nursing pigs or those that have been 
weaned, and all such cases should be 
prevented or removed. 


To correct scouring in nursing pigs, 


give the sow 16 to 20 grains of sul- 
phate of iron (copperas) in her slop 
night and morning and, if necessary, 
slightly Increase the doses until ef- 
fective.

Unless American farmers grow more 


live stock In the future the fertility of 
the soil will be wasted at such a rate 
that farming will-prove generally un- 
profitable.

farmers in every community of the 
United States.

FROM EGG TO ADTJI/T. 


The house fly lays eggs which art 


shaped somewhat like slender grain* 
of wheat.

In ordinary weather they 
hatch In twenty-four hours, producing 
a maggot, which is .07 of an inch In 
length, tapering at one end and blunt 
at the other. These grow rapidly and 
become from a quarter of an Inch to 
one-half Inch In length. They change 
their skins three times within five to 
seven days. 
After the third change, 


or moulting, as It is called, the maggot 
goes into a resting stage, called * 
pupa, which Is a small brown object, 
rounded at the ends. This stage lasts 
from five to seven days, when the per* 
feet fly emerges from It.

Profit is the difference between cost 


)f production and the selling price. 
To Insure tho largest profit in milk 
production, the cow owner must know 
that each cow in the herd Is produc- 
ing enough milk to pay for feed, labor. 
Interest, taxes and depreciation, and 
then leave some for profit. 
In one 


herd, eleven cows produced 
$liOO 


worth of butterfat above feed cost, 
while four others ate $20 worth of feed 
more than the returns for their butter- 
tat paid for. So that the whole fifteen 


only averaged $15 each above cost of 
feed. While. If the man had had only 
tho best eleven, ho would have had 
J20 more money, saved the feed and 
the labor of handling. Tho only cer- 


Havlng located the unprofitable 


cows, and 
eliminated them, 
their 


places can be filled in a few cases by 
purchase. 
The prices are getting 


high. The best way is through the 
purchase of a pure-bred sire from 
profitable cow, and the saving of his 
daughters out of the best oows in the 
herd 
Each community should adopt 


one breed and all buy sires of the 
same breed. 
In a short time the 


grade surplus stock will command 
from ?10 to J50 a piece above the 
common scrub stock, because of the 
large amount of it to be found In one 
community and the reputation they 
will acquire for breeding that one 
class of stock. 


Profits can usually be increased by 


better feeding. Each cow must have 
enough food—first, to maintain her- 
self; second, with which to make the 
milk she yields, and any surplus above 
this Is stored up in the form of fat 
to be used later when she don't get 
enough food. 
The cow that has the 


ability to produce forty pounds of 
milk a day, and Is only fed enough to 
make twenty-five or thirty pounds a 
day, does not make milk as cheap as 
she would when fed to her capacity. 
In the judgment ot the writer, the 
dairy cow that has the ability to make 
thirty pounds of milk a day. or better, 
cannot eat enough alfalfa, hay to 
enable her to do her best work, and 
she should be fed some form of grain 
or by-product concentrate low in pro- 


Eradication of 


Certain Weeds 


Chicory, dandelion, and the plan- 


tains, when growing in farm lands, 
can be easily eradicated by clean cul- 
tivation. 
The first two possess tap 


roots and the plantains have shallow 
crowns with fibrous roots, so that none 
of these weeds spread rapidly from, 
their underground parts. In a good 
farming region, especially -where a 
short rotation is followed, these weeds 
are not much in evidence, excepting 
where buckhorn plaintain is seeded 
with clover seed. 
Care should be 


taken that only clover seed free from 
the buckhorn is sown, especially where 
a crop of clover seed is to be har- 
vested. 


The handling of weeds along road- 


sides and fence rows is a problem in 
itself. All the above-mentioned weeds 
are inclined to grow in such situations 
and their complete eradication there 
is rather difficult. Usually it does no 
pay to attempt complete eradication 
In such situations, since they do no 
spread to the adjoining farm land 1 
it Is well farmed. About ail that need; 
to be attempted In such places is ti 
prevent seed production.

SPRING WORK FOR THE SHEEP RAISER 


By A. 0. CHOAT 
I 


Soon the sheep will be turned Into 
asture and I desire to give a few 
oints on the feed for the flock during 
he time they are on grass. 


When you fasten the gate behind 


he flock .when they are turned on the 
asture do not think that your duties 
re ended until November. 
In the business of raising sheep it 


s the shepherd with the ever-watch- 
ul eye who is reaping success,, now 
,s always. 


A little time will Insure a good start 


and cost but little. 


As soon as the ground can be 


worked, take a little strip of land, pre- 
pare a good seed bed and sow in rape. 


In three weeks sow a second strip 


and so on until the last of July. These 
plots should be adjacent to the pas- 
ure and can be temporarily inclosed 
jy woven wire, giving the sheep a new 
feeding ground every four or five days. 


As sheep want short, crisp grass it 


can be secured by this method without 
overstocking the pasture and it would 
be well to have H so arranged that the 
sheep can be changed from one di- 
vision to another once In two weeks. 


Lambs mature quickly and make a 


better size it they are taught to eat 
grain as quickly as possible. 


It is surprising how soon a lot ol 


lambs will begin to eat bran, oats 
and cracked corn, wheat screenings 
etc., if such feeds are placed within 
their reach. 


The best way to feed grain to lambs 


is to make a creep for them. This is 
a pen in the pasture with an opening 
on each side through which the lamb 
can creep but small enough to keep 
the ewo out 


If such a pen Is made of slats se 


upright, the slats may be far enough 
apart to' allow the lambs to cree 
through anywhere at pleasure. 


A Prize-Winning Shropshire Ram, 


This pen or creep should be covered 


so as to protect the .grain from rains 
and Should have a trough In it in 
which the grain should be kept ail 
the time. 


The lambs will grow and thrive 


wonderfully and when weaning time 
comes they may be taken away from 
the "ewes without any setback at all. 


Grain never gives such large returns 


a& when it is fed to young Iambs. 


While it is advisable to see the 


sheep often while they are on pasture, 
still it is not necessary to stay with 
them all the time and good result! 
may be obtained with plenty of good 
water, salt and feed and a weekly 
visit, If the dogs do not trouble them.

To Get Bid of Ants. 


One of the most reliable ways of 


poisoning ants is equal parts of tartar 
emetic and sugar. Moisten thla with 
enough water to make into a syrup 
and pour into shallow dishes in the 
runways of the ants. They will eat 
very freely of this and as the poison 
does not act quickly, it is carried to 
the burrows and fed to the larvae. In 
this way the old and young die to- 
gether, and a largo colony is soon dis- 
posed of. In case the water dries out 
of the dish, more may bo added, as 
this mixture does not spoil.

The words of the kaiser rang 


through Germany as nothing of a 
patriotic nature had done since the 
beginning of the war. It is well to 
preach to men suffering in the 
trenches the glory of the fatherland. 
The Germans, it is said, have a 
greater love for their fatherland 
than any other nation. But with 
empty stomach 
and 
frozeli feet, 


with bullets sailing 
above one's 


bead and no expectancy of the fu- 
ture other than merciful death by a 
bullet, the talk of patriotism often 
has a hollow sound and does not 
win the cheers that it would when 
war was first declared. 


Yet when the name of Bismarck 


was mentioned on the centennial an- 
niversary of his birth it ran through 
the German Empire like wild-fire. 
Citizens were inspired and the en- 
thusiasm was still more strongly 
felt by the men in the trenches or in 
the navy. 


. TxuJy they were fighting for their 


ratherland, for their homes and chil- 
dren. But homes and fatherland 
are remote 
considerations when 


one is freezing and half fed in a 
trench. More truly they were fight- 
Ing for the great kaiser whom all 
respected and loved. 
When the 


kaiser in his declaration to his peo- 
ple signified that ho intended to em- 
ulate Bismarck and conquer as he 
did it was to the German army as 
if the great Iron-Chancellor rode 
Into their midst on his steel gray 
horse and took personal charge with 
the Kaiser over their operations. 
Strength that had been forgotten, 
courage and determination to win 
that had been almost lost sight of 
in anxiety to return home, were re- 
stored in a day and the troops in

In Berlin there was a great cele- 


bration. The whole city was a ver- 
itable blaze of color with flags float- 
ing everywhere, hands playing and 
people cheering madly. Guns were 
fired from the garrison, the reserves 
marched forth in" their best uniforms 
and the people in a frenzy ot re- 
joicing over the birth of one of the 
greatest German leaders hugged and 
kissed each other on the street. 


Thousands of residents of Benin 


gathered about Bismarck's heroic 
statue before the Reichstag to ob- 
serve tho exercises. Promptly at 
noon the imperial chancellor, Dr. 
von Bethmann-Hollweg, followed by 
all the generals and admirals not at 
the front, the official members of 
the Reichstag and Prussian cham- 
bers, Prince Otto Bismarck's grand- 
son, 
and the civic authorities of 


greater Berlin, advanced to the mon- 
ument from the Reichstag and deco- 
rated it with wreaths from the em- 
peror and from 
many individuals 


and" organizations. 


The emperor was officially repre- 


sented at the ceremony in the morn- 
ing by the 9-year-old 
son of the 


crown prince, the hoy wearing a 
sailor's uniform. All of the nobili- 


• ty attended and knelt in homage be- 


fore the statue of the great Bis- 
marck and then deposited their of- 
ferings of flowers. 


The United States has its George 


Washington, France its Napoleon 
and England its Wellington, and so 
Germany has its Bismarck, the men- 
tion of whose name sends the blood 
pulsing through the arteries of its 
soldiers and makes them resolve to 
do or die.

Why Bismarck so particularly ap- 


peals to the German race at this 
time is that he stormed Paris and 
made it surrender in the Franco- 
German war of 1870 and 1871. At 
that time Napoleon III. had .viewed 
the growth of Prussia under the 
able statesmanship of Count von 
Bismarck with open distrust. The 
emperor 
of the French had long 


foreseen that a conflict between 
France and Prussia was • inevitable, 
and Bismarck was well convinced 
that tie unity of Germany could not 
be accomplished without a struggle 
with France, whose traditional pol- 
icy toward Germany at that time 
was a desire for a boundary on the 
Rhine. 


In August, 1866, Napoleon III- de- 


manded the cession of the German 
territory on the west 
side of the 


Rhine to France as a compensation 
for the increased power of Prussia. 
In reply to the French emperor's de- 
mand Bismarck pronounced it "In- 
admissable." Then Count Benedetti, 
representing Napoleon III., present- 
ed to Bismarck a plan .where it 
(France) was to annex Belgium and 
in return was to aid Prussia in the 
conquest of South Germany. 


After the failure of this and sev- 


eral other diplomatic coups France 
began the mobilization of its army 
on the grounds that Prussia was en- 
tering into an intrigue by permitting 
Prince Leopold of Hohenzollern- 
Slgmaringen to become the can-, 
didate for the Spanish throne. The 
Prince, announcing he did not wish 
to become the cause of a European 
conflict, 
withdrew. 
The 
king of 


Prussia had sanctioned and advised 
the withdrawal, but France demand- 
ed that he take this action as tie 
king of Prussia which he declined 
to do on the ground it was not con- 
sistent with the dignity of Prussia. 


At this juncture Count Bismarck 


rushed troops to the Rhine and 
aroused the world by his publica- 
tion of the proposal of France to 
permit it to annex Belgium. Great 
Britain demanded of France that it 
adopt a policy of "hands off" in re- 
gard to Belgium. France renewed 
its demands on the Prussian ep- 
peror. The Prussian troops under 
Count von Moltke then moved to- 
ward France while the French 
troops marched under Napoleon III. 
In July, 1370, the German troops, 
700,000 in number, occupied a line 
along the French frontier from the 
Moselle to the Rhine, a position in 
which the first troops of the present 
war arranged themselves for the at- 
tack on Paris that never matured. 


The Crown Prince Frederick Wil- 


liam with, a small force engaged the 
French in two battles in which he 
was successful. 
The French lost 


11,009 men in the latter battle—that 
of Worth. -These defeats caused in- 
tense excitement in Paris. The Pa-

pulsed. Then followed an infantry 
attack along the whole line in which 
the French lines were broken and 
their troops compelled to flee. The 
victory was more disastrous to the 
Prussians, 
however, for they lost 


30,000 men and the French but 20,- 
000 men. At dark the French took 
refuge in the fortress of Sedan and 
on the second of September, 1870, 
the siege of that stronghold started. 
The French, however, were so be- 
leaguered that Emperor Napoleon 
III. 
surrendered himself to King 


William _pf Prussia and MacMahoa's 
army also was surrendered. 


The German armies marched rap- 


idly toward France's capital and on 
September 4 the city of Paris was in 
a state of siege. At that time the 
French minister, Favrc. offered hu- 
miliating terms of peace, but Count 
von Bismarck who had been direct- 
ing tie great forces in their march 
toward France's capital, demanded 
the cession of Alsace and Lorraine 
and eveu demanded the cession of r. 
permanent government in France, 
which was refused. 


An army of a half million men at 


that time surrounded Paris. Tliere 
were but 230,000 troops 
defending 


the fortresses of tie beleaguered 
capital. Numerous engagements of 
an unimportant character happened 
about Paris. All communication be- 
tween this great city and the outer 
world had been cut off. Paris then 
sent up balloons with messages to 
the army of the Vosges which was 
commanded- by General Garibaldi. 
There also was a now army of the 


• Loire and the' two offered great pos- 


sibilities of coming to the aid ot the 
besieged city. The Germans were 
successful 
in. attacks on various 


other strongholds and tho southern 
German states entered into an al- 
liance with Prussia that resulted in 
the formation 
of the German Em- 


pire. 


Having grown impatient at the 


lengthy duration , of the siege of 
Paris, the Germans determined to' 
compel the capital to surrender by 
assault and bombardment. In the 
latter part of December, 3S70, tho 
besiegers opened a heavy bombard- 
ment on Fort Avron and the fort 
was evacuated and 
occupied 
by 


German troops. The forts on the 
cast and south sides of Paris were 
bombarded so vigorously that some 
of them were at length silenced. 
but they again resumed fire and re-

plied as vigorously as before..Both 
the French and German armies suf- 
fered much from the severity of the 
season. Count von Bismarck was 
on the scene directing the troops 
and increased the courage of his 
men under the circumstances that 
confronted them. 


Thousands of shells 
from the 


German guns 
fell in Paris, doing 


much damage and killing hundreds 
of people. Many skirmishes then 
occurred and one French 
general 


was repulsed with a loss of 3.000 
men. 
On tie 6th of January the 


Prussian troops under Prince Fred- 
crick Charles routed the army of tho 
Loire, which was on its way to aid 
and gire relief in the defense of 
Paris. 
Twenty-two 
thousand 


French vrerc captured by the Prus- 
sians. The French army of the 
r.orth also was repulsed and. all 
hope for raising the siege- of Paris 
was abandoned by the auxiliary 


forces. 


At length after the French capital 


had suffered terribly from the fierce 
bombardment by the Germans, and 
after famine had wrought its hor- 
rors on the inhabitants of tho be- 
leaguered city the besieged made 
proposals of surrender and on .Jan- 
uary 28, 1S71, the articles of capit- 
ulation were signed by which the 
city of Paris was surrendered to the 
Germans and its garrison of 155.- 
000 men under General Trochu be- 
csToe prsoncrs of war. 


The Germans levied a contribu- 


tion o* 20,000,000 francs upon the 
conquered city and the forts around 
tho city were immediately occupied 
by German garrisons. 
Measures 


were taken for the revictualHng of 
the city nnder German supervision. 
For several weeks after the surren- 
der hundreds of Parisians died daily 
of starvation. The fall of Paris 
opened the eyes oJ the French gov- 


ernment and people to the hopeless- 
ness of resistance to the 
power of Germany and made them 
anxious for the speedy conclusion of 
peace. 


An armistice of three weeks was 


signed at Versailles on January 28 
by Julss Favre on the part oi tho 
F~rench Republic, and Prince Bis- 
marck on the part of the German 
Empire, in order to allow tho 
Franch people io elect representa- 
tives to a national assembly which 
would convene at Bowrdeaux and 
ratify a. treaty of peace with Ger- 
many. 


After 
much negotiations, 
the 


armistice in tho meantime having 
been extended one week, a prelimin- 
ary treaty of peace was signed by 
President Thiers and Jules Favro 
on the part of the French Republic 
and Prince von Bismarck on the 
part of tho German Empire. France 
was required to cede to Germany 
nearly the whole of Aisaco. includ- 
ing Strassbonrg. and one-fifth of 
Lorraine, Including Metz. and to 
pay a billion dollars In three years 


as indemnity for the losses sustain- 
ed by Germany in the war. A large 
portion of the German army was to 
garrison a number of the French 
fortresses until the entire indemni- 
ty was paid. The expenses support- 
ing this army of occupation to ba 
paid by France. 


On March 1, 1871, Empferor Wil- 


liam of Germany and 30,000 German 
troops made their grand triumphal 
entry into '.he French capital. They 
made a very orderly entrance and 
two days later evacuated. Napoleon 
III. was released to retire in Eng- 
land, whore he died two years later. 


Thus ended Bismarck's conquest 


in .one of the greatest wars of mod- 
ern times. Through the whole there 
was iho great brain of tho Iron 
Chancellor directing his men and 
kcdisg them to victory. That was 
but 45 years ago and there are met* 
slill alivo who remember the con- 
quest- The kaiser is believed to have 
planned a similar siege cf Ptfris in 
his first more of the present vs?. 


Bismarck now is uppermost in th* 


thoughts of the German «oldier«.
